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FOREWORD 


As  you  read  over  the  following  pages  concerning  the  relationship  of 
the  Welty  Family  including  eight  generations,  your  minds  will  revert 
to  the  times  and  conditions  as  they  were  two  hundred  years  ago.  If  wc 
could  read  the  struggles  and  trials  of  our  parents,  grandparents,  great- 
grandparents,  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  early  life  of  our  ancestral  father, 
Ulrich  Welty,  what  a  varied  story  of  joy.  sorrow,  victory  and  failure  we 
would  have!  If  we  could  have  these  relatives  of  past  generations  stand 
before  us  and  tell  in  their  own  words  the  experiences  that  they  had,  tell 
of  the  difficulties  and  inconveniences  with  which  they  had  to  contend — • 
what  a  wonderful  revelation  it  would  be  to  us  who  at  limes  became  impa¬ 
tient,  although  wc  have  all  modern  conveniences! 

Many  of  these  facts  we  shall  never  know  because  much  of  the  infor¬ 
mation  cannot  be  found.  It  is  lost  to  us  forever.  However,  as  we  read 
''long  V’c  nhal!  notice  certain  trait*  of  'mnnn  nature  that  are  prominent 
in  the  relationship  as  a  whole.  We  shall  notice  the  traits  of  honesty,  per- 
serverance,  service,  sympathy,  appreciation,  benevolence  and  the  like.  We 
shall  notice  that  they  are  blest  with  the  missionary  spirit  in  any  activity 
in  which  they  may  be  engaged.  How  many  are  today  engaged  in  mis¬ 
sionary  work? 

Do  you  know  the  compiler  and  editor  of  this:  “The  Welty  History”? 
Look  into  his  honest  face?  Do  you  detect  any  of  the  attributes  mentioned 
above?  Devotion,  perseverance,  unselfish  service.  It  is  not  more  than 
just  that  mention  should  be  made  in  this  connection  to  the  work  of  Rev. 
S.  H.  Baumgartner  in  compiling  the  Welty  History. 

For  four  years  he  has  given  a  large  amount  of  time  to  corresponding 
with  relatives  and  securing  reliable  information.  Manuscripts  were  sent 
to  the  relatives  asking  for  corrections  after  the  first  drafts  were  made. 
Frequently  late  information  made  it  necessary  to  re-write  a  whole  article. 
But  faithful  and  determined  to  the  very  last  to  make  the  book  the  very 
best  possible,  lie  eagerly  continued  his  endeavors.  In  arranging  for  the 
printing,  he  used  his  time  without  incurring  any  expense  so  as  to  get  the 
best  work  at  the  least  cost.

A,  B,  C.  etc.:  and  under  these  items  you  find  the  sixth  generation  indicated 
by  the  Roman  figures,  thus.  1,  11,  III,  am!  the  seventh  generation  by 
Arabic  numerals,  thus,  1,  2,  3,  and  the  eighth  generation  by  small  letters 
in  the  English  alphabet,  thus,  a,  b,  c. 
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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  WELTY  HISTORY 


The  compiler  of  this  history  wishes  to  preface  the  herein  written  up 
annals  with  the  following  statement.  This  very  interesting  hit  of  history 
commences  with  one  Ulrich  VVelty,  in  the  Swiss  vernacular  “Walti  Uli'\ 
It  covers  a  period  of  almost  two  hundred  years,  and  deals  with  eight  gen- 
eiations.  A  record  has  been  found  in  the  hand-  of  a  Mrs.  N.  G.  Fank- 
hauser  that  definitely  reveals  the  tact  that  this  man,  whom  we  make  t lie 
ancestor  of  this  family,  was  born  in  1728  in  Switzerland.  The  name 
Walti  is  found  in  the  Swiss  annals  as  far  hack  as  1537  A.  D.  At  tins  time 
there  lived  a  man  by  name  Bernhart  Walti  in  Rudcrswyl,  Oberamt  Signau, 
at  Langnau,  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland.  The  American  Encyclopedia  states 
that  Langnau  is  located  15  miles  east  of  the  r:ty  ■  i  Bern,  in  the  Emmenthal 
on  the  Ilfis  river,  a  brancli  of  the  Lmmen  river.  It  is  a  city  of  about  15.000 
population,  it  is  the  principal  market  of  the  cheese  industry  and  linen 
thread.  This  may  account  for  so  many  of  the  old  mothers  in  the  relation 
having  been  good  cheese  makers,  and  quite  expert  at  spinning  and  weaving. 

Bernhart  Walti  was  a  member  of  the  "Taufcr”,  sometimes  called  in 
derision  “Wiedertaufer”,  but  later  known  as  the  Mennonitc  Church,  which 
was  founded  in  the  16th  century,  by  one  Menno  Simon.  This  Church  was 
originally  a  branch  of  the  Anabaptist  denomination.  Menno  Simon  was 
born  at  Witmarsum,  in  Friesland  in  1496.  He  took  the  order  of  priest  in 
1524  in  the  Catholic  Church,  and  officiated  for  some  years  as  a  priest,  first 
in  the  village  of  Pinjum,  and  later  in  his  native  place.  The  study  of  the 
New  Testament,  about  1550,  excited  great  doubt  within  himself  regarding, 
the  doctrines  and  the  constitution  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  from 
which  he  then  withdrew  in  1556.  lie  then  attached  himself  to  the  Ana¬ 
baptists,  was  re-baptized  at  Lecnwarden,  and  was  appointed  as  a  teacher 
and  as  Bishop  of  Groningen.  Henceforth  he  earnestly  endeavored  to 
organize  and  unite  the  scattered  members  of  the  Anabaptists  in  Holland 
and  in  Germany. 

His  residence  was  at  Friesland  until  persecution  (presumably  by  the 
Roman  Church,  and  probably  by  some  l’rotcstant  denominations),  com¬ 
pelled  him  to  live  to  Wismar.  Later  he  located  at  Oldcslohc  in  Holstein, 
where  he  found  protection  and  encouragement,  and  was  allowed  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  printing  press  for  the  diffusion  of  his  religious  opinions.  Here  he 
died  in  1560.  He  wrote  a  book  on  doctrines  called  “Fundamentbuch  von 
dem  rechlen  christlichen  Glauben”,  .which  was  published  in  1559.  The 
Mennonitc  Church  from  the  beginning  believed  in  a  personal  reign  of 
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Christ  on  earth  during  the  millennium,  and  of  the  unlawfulness  of  oaths, 
and  of  wars,  and  were  even  not  to  resist  violence  and  wrongs  done  to 
them  personally.  They  did  not  believe  in  lawsuits,  nor  allowed  its  mem¬ 
bers  to  become  civil  magistrates.  They  were  to  live  true  moral  lives  and 
be  prudent  and  devout  Christians.  In  civil  life  they  did  not  make  them¬ 
selves  odious.  (This  information  is  culled  from  the  International  Cyclo¬ 
pedia — Compiler.)  These  facts  are  here  stated  to  show  that  the  Weltv 
relation  sprung  from  a  very  religious  and  well-bred  civil  people. 


Bernhart  Weltv  (as  we  will  now  use  the  family  name),  appears  to 
have  .been  a  prominent  leader  in  the  early  Mennonite  Church,  and  in 
consequence  of  their  persecutions,  he  had  to  suffer  a  martyr's  death  for  his 
faith.  He  was  a  contemporary  with  Mcn.no  Simon.  The  home  of  the 
Welly  ancestors  in  the  17th  century  was  in  the  region  of  the  Jura  Moun¬ 
tains,  which  was  then  the  domain  of  the  Bishop  of  Basel  who  invited  the 
persecuted  people,  as  they  were  sturdy  farmers  and  good  tillers  of  the 
farms  of  his  domain.  This  place  was  the  little  Bcrgthal  Tscheiwo,  near 
Court,  Oberanit  Munster.  It  was  reported  that  none  of  this  family  name 
now  live  here.  They  practically  all  moved  to  America.  This  fragment  of 
history'  was  written  by  Ulrich  Weltv  in  187-1,  a  son  of  Peter  Welty,  and 
grandson  of  Ulrich  Weltv,  born  in  1753,  who  was  a  son  of  the  ancestor  of 
this  Welty  family'.  Other  Welty  families  exist  in  the  United  States  in 
various  places.  The  Swiss  Republic  had  a  president  for  a  number  of 
years  whose  name  was  Emil  W  elti.  He  is  not  connected  with  our  family, 
hut  no  doubt  we  are  all  descendants  of  Bernhart  Walti. 

Ulrich  Welty  was  a  Mennonite.  He  was  generally  known  as  “der 
altc  Uli”  to  discriminate  him  from  his  son  Ulrich.  He  had  three  sons, 
namely'  Xicklaus,  Ulrich  and  Jacob.  It  seems  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained 
that  he  had  no  other  children.  The  Welty  family  in  Switzerland  lived  in 
rural  districts  and  as  stated  were  tillers  of  the  ground,  living  a  simple 
peasant  life  and  obscure  in  society'  life.  They  were  an  industrious  and 
frugal  class  of  people,  modest  in  their  hpmc  life,  which  is  a  dominant  char¬ 
acteristic.  of  this  family  to  the  present  time. 

Another  significant  fact  that  speaks  favorably  for  this  large  Welty 
family  is  this:  It  produced,  by  the  grace  and  favors  of  God,  many  success¬ 
ful  and  first-class  farmers,  merchants,  salesmen,  public  school  teachers  and 
professors  in  high  schools,  colleges  and  universities,  eminent  doctors,  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Word  of  Truth  and  Life,  musicians  of  some  note,  missionaries 
in  home  and  foreign  lands,  mechanics  of  many  varieties,  as  carpenters, 
masons,  plasterers,  electricians,  printers,  and  newspaper  publishers,  book- 
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binders,  etc.  And  besides  these  we  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  a 
large  per  cent,  of  the  women  folks  have  brought  great  credit  to  them¬ 
selves  as  housekeepers  and  happy  home  makers,  yea,  house-queens  who 
have  managed  and  steered  successfully  Christian  homes  with  true  loyalty 
and  devotion,  lifting  up  the  banner  of  a  true  religious  life,  according  to  the 
tenets  they  embraced  in  their  homes. 

The  great  majority,  probably  all  of  95  per  cent,  of  this  great  family, 
have  been  and  are  now  identified  with  some  religious  organization,  in 
which  they  have  been,  and  are  now  more  or  less  actively  engaged  in  the 
Lord's  vineyard.  Some  have  been  filling  prominent  positions  in  their 
respective  local  churches,  and  some  have  served  the  Church  at  large  in  the 
interest  of  institutions  of  learning.  True  it  is  to  be  greatly  regretted  that 
not  all  are  in  the  Lord’s  service.  They  should  he  in  some  religious  organ¬ 
ization.  But  on  t lie  whole  this  gicai  family  has  great  reasons  to  be 
devoutly  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  general  religious  tone  and 
attitude  its  members  have  always  taken  on  all  vital  and  moral  questions 
for  the  betterment  of  mankind,  and  for  upholding  the  principles  of  relig¬ 
ious  and  civic  righteousness,  and  on  the  purity  of  social  life  and  the 
sanctity  of  the  home.  Tn  time  of  peace  and  in  time  of  war  this  family  has 
stood  foursquare  for  the  purity  and  wholesomeness  of  the  nations  under 
whose  flag  they  sojourned.  May  it  so  continue  down  through  the  ages 
to  come.  We  know  of  none  that  were,  by  due  process  of  law,  found  to  be 
criminals,  in  200  years  in  the  eight  generations  herein  mentioned.  Cer¬ 
tainly  we  do  not  unduly  boast  of  this,  or  claim  perfection.  We  have  come 
short  in  many  things,  and  in  many  ways  towards  God  and  man.  And  we 
humbly  bow  in  shame  and  beg  for  forgiveness  wherein  we  have  erred  and 
have  failed  slightly  or  grievously.

And  the  crickets  and  grasshoppers  together  dwelt, 

And  the  Junc-bugs  with  searchlights  flashed  forth  streaks  of  light. 
To  the  fields  where  strong  men  mowed  haygrass  into  swaths, 

And  the  laddies  and  lassies  it  scattered  with  forks, 

To  be  cured  into  hay  by  the  Sun’s  burning  rays; 

Then  was  raked  into  swaths,  and  heaped  into  heaps,

In  mother’s  homemade  and  dome-shaped  brick  ovens. 
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Pioneers,  let  your  menfry  take  you  back  to  your  home, 

To  yon  timber  where  thousands  of  rails  you  have  split, 

With  wood-mauls,  and  iron  wedge,  striking  blow  after  blow, 
With  the  sound  of  each  blow  going  forth  in  loud  peals,

Some  men  cobbled  on  shoes,  hammered  soleleather  soft, 

Or  repaired  harnesses  for  the  next  day’s  toil, 

Or  made  scrubbing  brooms  out  of  young  hickory  trees, 

Or  shelled  corn  to  he  ground  into  meal, 

From  which  mothers  made  mush,  johnnycakes,  or  cornbred,

Bring  us  back  to  the  old  weather-beaten  schoolhouse. 

The  Mecca  of  learning,  for  girls  and  for  boys;

Thus  equipping  themselves  for  life’s  manifold  toils. 

Learned  to  sing  songs  and  tunes,  with  pause  here  and  rest  there, 
And  for  melody  tests  sang  rounds  in  a  race,

In  conclusion,  take  us  back  to  the  days  long  ago,

A  REMEMBRANCE  OF  PIONEER  LIFE 


The  life  of  the  pioneer  mothers  in  the  Welty  relation  was  that  of  all 
early  pioneer  women.  Such  activities  as  were  theirs  are  really  incon¬ 
ceivable  to  the  present  generation.  Such  a  life  must  be  experienced  to  get 
a  vivid  conception  of  it.  For  example:  Spring  brought  house-cleaning, 
including  white-washing  of  walls  and  ceilings;  milking  and  skimming  milk, 
making  butter  and  cheese;  raising  poultry,  doing  gardening,  planting  and 
hoeing  potatoes,  corn,  beans,  cucumbers,  melons,  pumpkins  and  flowers; 
doing  the  cooking,  baking,  washing,  ironing,  scrubbing  floors,  sewing, 
mending,  knitting,  darning,  spinning  and  weaving  almost  the  year  around. 

When  summer  arrived,  women  generally  aided  the  men  in  making  hay, 
harvesting  grain  crops,  carrying  lunches  to  working  men  in  the  fields  be¬ 
tween  regular  meals,  drying  all  sorts  ot  truit  .before  canning  was  in  vogue, 
making  apple  and  pumpkin  butter,  cooking  for  thrashers  one  and  two  days, 
or  for  log-rollers  or  similar  working  groups,  half  a  dozen  times  a  year.  At 
fall  time,  help  cut  corn  and  husk  it,  dig  potatoes,  cook  molasses,  make 
sauerkraut  and  scores  of  other  things  besides  the  ordinary  housework. 

To  summer  and  fall  work  belonged  flax  pulling,  by  hand,  tying  it  into 
bundlcts,  stacking  it  into  shocks  to  dry  out,  helping  men  to  strip  off  the 
heads  in  large  wooden  combs,  then  spreading  this  stripped  flax  onto  grassy 
plats  in  rows,  so  the  dew  and  rain  could  loosen  the  useful  fibres  for  thread, 
then  gathering  it  again  and  drying  it  over  drying  kilns  with  low  fires  in  them 
to  real  brittleness,  so  it  could  he  .broken  readily  by  homemade  flax-breaking 
machines,  thus  freeing  the  thread  fibres.  This  process  produced  an  in¬ 
describable  clatter,  mingled  with  loud  chattering  of  operators,  causing  a 
veritable  babble  of  inharmonious,  yet  a  sort  of  delightful  music,  when 
re-echoed  from  nearby  timbers  or  hills.  In  all  this  mothers  aided,  directed 
and  inspected  the  work.  Then  came  the  task  of  pulling  this  secured  flax- 
tow,  by  handfuls,  through  upright  coarse,  and  fine  wire-toothed  brushes, 
“hackles”,  to  free  it  from  every  bit  of  woody  substance.  This  transaction 
caused  the  wire-teeth  to  vibrate  audibly  like  a  choir  master’s  tuning  fork. 
The  spinning  of  the  flaxtow  into  thread  came  next.  Nimble  fingers  were 
needed  to  pick  the  tiny  fibres  from  the  vertical  distaff  to  be  twisted  into 
thread  on  a  swiftly  rotating  spool.  The  spooled  thread  then  had  to  he 
skeined,  and  rewound  upon  larger  spools  to  a  certain  length,  and  combined 
untwisted  into  a  large  revolving  device,  and  finally  wound  upon  the  warp- 
beam  of  the  loom.  Then  the  ends  of  all  these  threads,  sometimes  thou¬ 
sands  of  them,  had  to  he  tied  to  corresponding  threads  on  the  front  web- 
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holder.  Every  thread  had  to  pass  through  a  small  loop,  of  two  or  more 
healds,  before  they  could  he  tied  to  corresponding  threads.  This  was  a 
tedious  job.  Not  one  thread  dared  to  be  left  untied  to  the  corresponding 
thread.  Then  by  means  of  two  treadles,  operated  by  the  feet,  connected 
with  the  healds,  the  lower  and  upper  warp-threads  opened  up  in  “V”  shape, 
alternating  up  and  down,  interlocking  the  transverse  threads  of  wool  or 
linen,  from  spools  in  shuttles,  propelled  hither  and  thither  by  a  hand  device, 
and  then  with  the  batten  drove  tightly  up  to  the  we.b,  or  woven  cloth. 
7' hen  came  the  making  of  garments,  sheets,  sacks,  etc.,  by  hand.  (Sewing 
machines  were  not  yet  in  use.)  Equally  great  was  the  process  of  getting 
and  preparing  the  wool  tor  woolen  goods,  stockings,  socks  and  mittens. 


Surely  these  were  days  of  hard  work.  7'here  seemed  to  be  no  end. 
There  was  little  time  for  reading,  visiting,  and  to  enjoy  social  activities. 
All.  this  work  demanded  energy,  time  si iVk-to-it-tiveness,  from  dawn  of 
day  to  many  midnight  hours,  almost  a  daily  occurrence*  besides  coring  for 
-six  to  twelve  children,  keeping  them  growing  healthy  and  useful.  Eve¬ 
nings,  after  husband’s  toils  were  ended  for  the  day,  they  would  read  to  the 
family,  if  they  could,  or  tell  talcs,  or  the  happenings  of  goneby  days,  or 
amuse  children  with  plays,  or  do  shoe  cobbling,  hammer  sole-leather,  mend 
harness,  make  scrubbing  brooms  out  of  young  hickory  sapplings,  or  shell 
corn  for  cornmcal,  etc.  But  with  all  this  superabundance  of  work  the 
house-mistresses  were  happy  and  were  humming  songs  in  contentment. 
They  were  a  congenial  set  of  wives,  satisfied  with  their  lot,  healthier  than 
the  present  generation  that  live  in  palatial  and  modern  homes.  Divorces 
in  those  days  seldom  ever  occurred.  7’ hey  had  no  time  for  contentions 
with  their  husbands. 


The  Ancestoi  of  the  Welty  Family 


ULRICH  WELTY  (Uli  Wahi),  1728—  FIRST  GENERATION 


Ulrich  Welty,  in  the  Swiss  vernacular,  “Walti  Uli”,  began  his  journey 
ot  life,  according  to  documents  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  X.  G.  Fanlthauser, 
Dalton,  Ohio,  in  1728,  in  Switzerland.  The  exact  location  of  his  birth  has 
not  been  found,  but  from  a  letter  received  from  Uncle  Frederick  Welty, 
of  BlufTton,  Ohio,  in  1903.  who  had  made  a  visit  to  iiis  native  land  in  1896, 
he  states  that  Xicklaus  W  elty  was  born  in  Lauenberg,  Canton  Basel.  So 
this  must  have  been  the  place  where  Ulrich  at  least  lived  in  1720.  This 
place  was  about  30  miles  north  of  tin  eiiy  ol  Bern.  Xo  record  lias  been 
found  to  show  to  whom  Ulrich  was  married.  But  beyond  a  doubt  they 
were  tillers  of  the  ground  a.s  was  characteristic  ot  this  family  for  nearly 
two  hundred  years.  They  gave  the  Welty  family  a  sturdy  nature,  an 
element  of  long  life  as  it  has  appeared  ii>  the  lives  of  many  of  their  descend¬ 
ants.  and  an  industrious  spirit,  ambition  and  frugality’,  and  a  strong  relig¬ 
ious  disposition.  To  this  union  were  born  three  sons  as  follows:  Xicklaus, 
Ulrich  and  Jacob.  These  sons  constitute  the  three  main  branches  of  the 
Welty  Family  Tree  and  history  that  is  compiled  and  written  up  in  this 
volume,  in  three  books,  namely:

BOOK  I. 


NICK  LA  US  WELTY,  SECOND  GENERATION,  1750— 

Nicklaus,  oldest  son  of  Ulrich  Welly,  began  his  earthly  career  in 
Lauenberg,  Canton  Basel,  Switzerland,  in  1750,  month  and  day  unknown. 
His  birthplace  was  about  30  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Bern.  His  mother’s 
maiden  name  could  not  be  found,  lie  was  united  in  marriage  with  Chris¬ 
tina  Gerber  about  1783.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Bishop  Gerber  of  the 
Mennonite  Church  in  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  where  he  suffered  severe 
persecution  due  to  bis  religious  faith  and  practice,  for  which  he  earnestly 
contended  with  loyalty  and  firmness.  To  what  extent  Nicklaus  and 
his  wife  suffered  persecution  i>  n * > t  known.  Bui  it  is  quite  evident  that 
they  were  devout  defenders  of  the  Mennonite  tenets,  and  reared  their  family 
in  this  faith.  It  is  to  he  regretted  that  all  of  the  historical  documents  that 
were  brought  over  to  America,  and  were  last  in  the  possession  of  his 
grandson  John  Wclty  near  BlulTton,  Ohio,  were  consumed  by  fire  when 
his  house  burned  down.  He  was  in  possession  of  an  old  traveling  trunk 
of  his  father  John,  which  contained  the  old  documents  such  as  the  cer¬ 
tificates  of  admission  to  the  Lord’s  Supper,  emigration  papers,  and  other 
valuable  documents,  besides  a  copy  of  the  °Fr<5sc:hauer  Bible”.  And 
everything  that  Frederick  Welty,  near  Bluffton,  had  of  this  nature,  was 
also  consumed  by  lire  when  his  house  burned  to  ashes,  in  1902.  This  is 
evidence  that  a  family  history  should  be  preserved  in  a  way  that  they  are 
sure  of  permanency  and  for  futma  reference.  Hence  the  conclusion  at  the 
Welty  Reunion  at  BlnfPen,  Ohio,  in  1924,  and  1925  to  compile  a  Welty 
Family  History  in  book  form.

Anna  Welty  Geiger,  Third  Generation,  1784-1854. 

Anna  was  born  September  4,  1784.  She  was  the  oldest  child.  She  had 
an  ordinary  education  as  could  then  be  obtained  by  peasant  folks.  By  bap¬ 
tism  she  was  received  into  the  Mennonite  Church  in  Switzerland.  She 
entered  holy  wedlock  with  Peter  Geiger  of  Lauperswyl,  Canton  Bern, 
Switzerland,  about  1815.

Here,  John  and 
his  wife  lived  happily,  though  not  rich.  In  1816  Christian  Welty  (son  of 
Peter  Welty,  cousin  to  John.)  when  21  years  old,  resident  of  Wayne  Co., 
01. io,  :.»:.2e  a  six  months’  visit  to  main  icluiives  in  Switzerland,  including 
this  John  Welty.  !!>•  gave  such  a  glowing  account  of  America’s,  opportu¬ 
nities  that  lour  of  John’s  children,  John,  Peter.  Vercna  (Baumgartner) 
and  Matthias  purposed  to  go  with  Christian  to  America.  But  their  father 
protested,  saying.  “Bueba,  bueba.  dir  mu<  sst  nit  alles  gluhe,  was  er  siit; 
das  c  ha  nit  wain  si,  was  er  seit.”  But  he  could  not  restrain  them.  Tlicy 
immigrated  with  Christian  to  America  in  1846.  In  1855  (April)  as  Fred 
rick  Welly  of  Blufiton,  Ohio,  reported  to  his  nephew,  S  H.  Baumgartner, 
in  1902,  his  parents  with  the  rest  of  their  children,  except  Barbara,  also 
came  to  America,  settling  in  Aden  Co.,  Ohio,  near  BlutTton,  where  John 
and  Peter  lived.  John  13.  Welty  of  Berne,  lud.,  reported  to  S.  H.  B.  that 
land  at  that  time  in  Switzerland  decreased  50  per  cent,  in  value,  due  largely 
to  the  greet  exodus  of  Swiss  people  to  tin.-  I'nitcd  States.  Father  John 
already  took  sick  and  died  in  .Sept..  1855.  68  years  old.  She  continued  to 
live  with  her  children  in  Ohio,  mostly  with  her  son  John,  where  she  passed 
away  at  the  age  of  97  years  and  3  months.  She  had  a  remarkable  consti¬ 
tution.  did  manual  labor  within  a  tew  years  of  her  death.

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MR.  AND  MRS.  JOHN  WT.LTY 


John  was  horn  Apr.  18, 
1817,  in  Bag  isehwand,  Lau- 
perswyl,  Fmmental,  Lan¬ 
tern  B  e  r  n,  Switzerland. 
Mis  education  was  limited. 
In  1846  he  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica  with  his  family  and 
settled  in  Putnam  Co., 
Ohio,  in  a  settlement  of 
Swiss  people.  Here  he 
remained  an  honored  cit¬ 
izen  to  his  death.  May  25, 
1898.  He  married  Maria  Gerber  in  1834.  who  was  born  Apr.  18,  1814  in 
la  Chaux  de  Fends,  Canton  Xeueniniry,  Switzerland.  His  death  resulted 
from  dropsy  and  asthma,  after  a  long  siege  of  suffering.  He  was  survived 
by  12  children,  84  grandchildren,  23  great-grandchildren ;  10  grandchildren 
preceded  him  in  death.  She  died  on  Sept.  29,  1888.  Their  bodies  were 
laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  by  St.  John’s  Mcnnonite  Church,  v.  here  they 
were  members.  Together  they  shared  the  toils  and  sorrows,  as  well  as  the 
joys  of  pioneer  life  for  54  years.  In  stature  both  were  stoutly  built,  with 
full  faces,  graced  with  smiles,  llis  head  was  covered  with  a  ma>>  of  curly 
hair.  They  cheerfully  bore  their  hardships,  and  by  industry  and  economy 
secured  to  themselves,  and  their  children,  a  home  and  comfortable  living. 
Here  he  bought  low.  wet  and  heavily  limbered,  but  fertile  land.  After 
removal  of  the  timber,  ami  thorough  surface  and  underdrainage,  he  had 
one  of  the  best  productive  farin'-  in  his  community.  .Mr>.  Welty  was  a 
very  genial  woman,  devoted  t>»  her  family  for  whom  she  made  yreat  sac¬ 
rifices,  and  was  beloved  in  her  vicinity.  Gardening,  helping  in  the  harvest 
fields,  sewing  for  a  large  family,,  poultry  raiding,  blitter  and  cheese  mahiug 
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and  scores  of  other  home  duties  kept  her  hands  very  busy.  But  with  all 
that  she  was  happy  and  contented  in  her  sphere.  To  them  were  horn:

lived  in  a  time  when  Sunday  schools  were  unknown  in  her  church,  and 
women  were  not  permitted  to  openly  participate  in  religious  meetings 
except  singing,-  and  taking  of  the  Lord’s  Supper.  But,  nevertheless,  she 
could  let  her  religious  life  shine  forth  quietly  at  home  and  in  her  com¬ 
munity. 

She  was  united  in  Christian  wedlock  with  Christian  Zimmerly,  Mav  26, 
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1870.  He  was  born  in  her  native  community  Oct.  6,  1841.  As  a  young 
man  he  was  baptized  and  received  into  the  Swiss  Mennonite  Church  near 
Pandora,  Ohio.  When  a  young  man  he  taught  public  school  with  effi¬ 
ciency,  and  left  a  good  impress  on  the  youths  he  taught.  On  Mar.  25, 
1876,  he  reached  an  epoch  in  his  life.  At  a  special  called  meeting  of  his 
church  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  was  to  be  chosen  by  “lot”  as  was  then 
customary.  The  lot  fell  upon  him.  This  evidenced  that  the  church  held 
him  in  high  esteem  to  consider  him  worthy  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  min¬ 
istry.  The  church  now  reposed  great  hope  and  confidence  in  his  loyalty 
and  devotion  to  the  church.  He  was  a  man  of  ability,  good  judgment,  wise 
counsel  and  a  safe  shepherd  of  human  souls.  In  1880  he  was  promoted  to 
the  highest  office  within  the  gift  of  the  church,  namely,  that  of  bishop. 
Later,  when  the  General  Conference  Mennonite  Church  was  organized 
here,  he  remained  pastor  of  the  old  Swiss  Mennonite  Church.  For  43  years 
he  pcrachcd  Ihe  Gospel,  receiving  no  financial  compensation.  It  was  not 
then  customary  in  his  church  to  compensate  ministers  for  spiritual  service 
rendered.  Nor  was  then  extensive  pastoral  work  expected  of  ministers, 
as  now  is  the  case.  During  these  years  of  his  ministry  he  influenced  many 
lives  to  a  nobler  and  truer  Christian  life.  He  passed  to  his  eternal  reward 
Dec.  11,  1916,  and  she  on  Oct.  19,  1916.  Their  bodies  were  laid  to  rest  in 
the  Clymer  Cemetery  to  await  the  final  summons  to  join  the  ‘‘Lord's 
Bride”  when  He  comes  to  bring  her  home  to  His  Father  in  Heaven.

CHAPTER  II. 


Anna  Barbara  Welty,  Badertscher,  Fourth  Generation,  1819-1893. 

Anna  Barbara  began  her  course  of  life  in 
Bagischwand,  Lauperswyl,  Emmcnthal,  Can¬ 
ton  Bern,  Switzerland,  June  3,  1819.  She  was 
the  oldest  daughter  of  John  Welty,  and  his 
wife  Christina  (Gerber).  She  was  baptized  as 
an  infant,  and  later  as  a  young  woman  joined 
the  Reformed  Church.  She  was  united  in 
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marriage  with  Ulrich  Badertscher  of  Bern, 
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Switzerland,  in  1838.  He  was  born  in  1796, 
in  Lauperswyl,  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland. 
Prior  to  marriage  she  was  a  servant  in  a  weil- 
to-do  family  in  the  city  of  Bern.  In  1884  she 
moved  to  Putnam  Co.,  Ohio,  where  lived  some  of  her  brothers  and  one 
sKter  and  her  aged  mother.  Here  she  was  re-baptized  and  joined  the 
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Mrs.  Barbara  Badertscher 
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Mennonite  Church.  She  was  a  faithful  mother  and  lived  a  devoted  Chris¬ 
tian  life.  She  died  Xov.  7,  1893.  8:00  A.  M.  To  this  union  were  horn: 

A — Maria  Badertscher,  Fifth  Generation,  1839-1904. 

Maria  was  horn  in  Bern,  Switzerland,  July,  1839.  She  lived  a  single 
life  until  death  in  1904.  Nothing  further  learned  of  her. 

B — Rudolph  Badertscher,  Fifth  Generation. 

Rudolph  was  horn  in  Bern,  Switzerland,  June,  1843.  He  grew  to 
manhood  and  died  July  19,  1868.  He  never  was  married. 


C — John  Badertscher,  Fifth  Generation. 

John  was  horn  in  Bern,  Switzerland,  in  1843,  and  died  in  1847. 


D — Rosette  Badertscher,  Kammermann,  Fifth  Generation,  1850-1906. 

Rosette  was  horn  in  Bern,  Switzerland,  July  6,  1850.  Here  she  grew 
to  womanhood  and  obtained  a  fair  education.  She  likely  was  baptized  as 
an  infant,  catechised  and  joined  the  Reformed  Church.  She  was  united 
in  marriage  with  John  Frederick  Kammermann  of  Lauperswyl,  Altnen- 
dmgen.  Canton  Bern,  in  1877.  She  lived  until  Mar.  16,  1906.  This  union 
was  blessed  with  seven  children.  But  their  names  have  not  been  reported 


E — Carl  Badertscher,  Fifth  Generation,  Retired  Farmer,  Pandora,  Ohio. 

Carl  was  born  in  Bern,  Switzerland,  Aug.  7,  1853.  He  obtained  a 
good  education.  He  was  baptized  as  an  infant,  but  when  he  came  to 
Putnam  Co.,  Ohio,  he  was  rebaptized  and  joined  the  Grace  Mennonite 
Church  in  Pandora,  Ohio.  He  followed  farming  in  Switzerland  for  38 
years.  When  coming  to  America  in  1884  he  again  engaged  in  farming 
until  he  retired  in  Pandora  a  few  years  ago.  He  served  as  janitor  of  the 
Grace  Mennonite  Church  in  Pandora  from  FcA  1.  1918-Jan.  15,  1923.  He 
is  living  a  consistent  Christian  life,  and  is  loyal  to  his  church.  In  the 
U.  S.  he  made  a  trip  over  western  states  and  one  to  Alabama.  He  was 
married  to  Anna  Weber,  in  Golaten,  Canton  Bern,  I)cc.  12,  1878.  She 
was  born  Mar.  2,  1832,  and  died  May  14,  1917.  His  second  marriage  was 
to  Helena  Sprunger  of  Berne,  Ind.,  Mar.  29,  1921.  She  was  born  at  Berne, 
Ind.,  Nov.  17,  1875.  His  children  by  his  first  wife  all  attended  school  in 
Riley  dp.,  Putnam  Co.,  Ohio,  namely:

CHAPTER  III. 

Peter  Welty,  Fourth  Generation,  1822-1888. 

Peter  was  the  third  child  of  John  and  Christina  (Gerber)  Welty.  He 
was  born  Jan.  24,  1822,  in  Bagischwand,  Lauperswyl,  Emmenthal,  Canton 
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Bern,  Switzerland.  He  was  baptized  as  an  infant  in  the  Reformed  Church, 
to  which  his  parents  then  belonged  in  Switzerland;  but  soon  thereafter  they 
united  with  the  Mennonite  (Wiedertiiufer )  church  and  was  reared  according 
to  the  tenets  of  this  church.  He  obtained  the  usual  rural  schooling  then  in 
vogue.  He  immigrated  to  America  with  his  brother  John,  Matthias  and 
sister  Verena  in  1846.  landing  at  Xew  York  City,  from  whence  they  came 
by  way  of  the  Hudson  River  per  boat  to  Albany,  thence  per  canal  to 
Buffalo,  X.  Y.,  and  then  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  on  to  Putnam  Co.,  Ohio, 
near  Pandora,  where  then  already  many  Swiss  people  lived.  Here  he 
engaged  in  farming.  The  country  then  was  new.  The  land  was  wet  and 
heavily  timbered.  Much  hard  labor  was  required  to  clear  away  the  timber, 
build  fences,  buildings,  and  put  in  water  drainages.  By  constant  industry 
and  economy  they  secured  to  themselves  a  comfortable  living.  He  con¬ 
tinued  farming  for  40  years,  fie  died  lime  2d,  1888.  He  was  married  to 
Fanny  Pixel,  Mar.  1,  1849.  Her  home  was  Columbus  Grove,  Ohio.  She 
was  born  in  Holmes  Co.,  Ohio.  She  died  Apr.  12,  1916.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Peter  Pixel.  They  lived  an  unassumed  Christian  life  to  their 
end,  and  reared  their  family  in  godliness  and  social  purity.  Their  union 
was  blessed  with  children  as  follows: 

A — Elizabeth  Welty,  Baumgartner,  Fifth  Generation,  1850-1892. 

Elizabeth  was  born  in  Pleasant  Township,  Putnam  Co.,  Ohio,  near 

Pandora,  Aug.  14,  1850.  Here  she  attended  district  school.  She  was  bap-

tized  on  Good  Friday,  1867,  and  joined  the  Swiss  Mennonite  Church  at 
Pandora,  Ohio.  She  lived  a  quiet  Christian  life  exerting  a  wholesome 
influence  in  the  home  and  community.  She  was  married  to  Christian 
Baumgartner  Jan.  15,  1874.  lie  was  born  in  Switzerland  Nov.  7,  1850, 
where  he  received  a  good  education.  Being  interested  in  church  and  S.  S. 
work,  he  made  a  trip,  with  a  crowd  of  S.  S.  workers,  to  the  Holy  Land  in 
1904.  (See  Baumgartner  History.)  She  departed  tin’s  life  Mar.  20.  1892, 
at  Pandora,  Ohio.  He  died  in  Upland,  Calif.,  Feb.  23,  1923,  and  was 
interred  at  Ontario,  Calif.  To  them  were  born:

Peter  1).  was  born  at  Pandora.  Ohio,  Apr.  29,  1875.  He  attended  the 
Elm  Central  district  school.  He  was  baptized  and  received  into  the  Men¬ 
nonite  Church  at  Pandora,  by  Rev.  J.  Moser,  Mar.  23,  1894.  Farming  and 
well-digging  were  his  employments.  He  married  Anna  Basinger,  Sept.  3, 
1902.  She  was  born  Mar.  11,  1874,  and  baptized  and  received  in.lo  the  same 
church  as  he,  Apr.  3,  1903,  by  Rev.  J.  M.  He  died  of  pneumonia,  Dec.  24,

Lillian  M.  was  born  Mar.  24,  1913.  She  is  now  attending  the  Pandora 
public  school. 

II — Abraham  Baumgartner,  Sixth  Generation,  Aberdeen,  Idaho,  Farmer 

Abraham  entered  the  path  of  life  near  Pandora.  Ohio,  Aug.  6,  1877. 
He  obtained  his  education  in  district  and  Pandora  high  school.  He  was 
baptized  and  received  into  the  St.  John’s  Mennonite  Church,  on  Good  Fri¬ 
day,  Mar.  23,  1894,  by  Rev.  J.  Moser.  Here  he  served  as  S.  S.  teacher  and 
three  years  as  librarian.  He  is  a  farmer.  He  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Elizabeth  Habegger  July  22.  1894.  She  was  horn  July  15,  1876,  and  was 
baptized  and  joined  the  same  church  he  did  on  the  same  date.  She  passed 
to  her  reward  Aug.  13,  1916.  She  was  a  true  Christian  wife  and  mother, 
serving  as  teacher  in  the  S.  S.  To  them  were  born  at  Pandora,  Ohio:

She  is  a  member  of  the  Men¬ 
nonite  Church.  Her  religious  life  is  due  largely  to  the  exemplary  religious 
life  she  had  in  the  parental  home,  as  also  the  rest  of  the  children  had. 
The  girls  live  with  their  aunt  Mary  Dctweiler  in  Ontario,  Calif. ,  while  in 
school,  where  better  school  opportunities  exist  than  in  Idaho  where  their 
father  lives. 

2 —  Irvin  Baumgartner,  Seventh  Generation,  Student,  Bluffton,  Ohio. 

Irvin  came  to  the  trials  of  life  Dec.  6,  1904.  He  has  gone  through  the 
common  and  high  schools,  and  is  now  in  the  third  year  of  training  for 
life’s  tasks,  in  Bluffton  College,  Bluffton,  Ohio.  He  also  is  a  member  of 
the  Mennonite  Church. 

3 —  Gladyne  Baumgartner,  Seventh  Generation,  Student,  Ontario,  Calif. 

Gladyne  began  her  race  of  life  May,  1907.  She  finished  common  and 
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high  schools  and  is  now  in  the  first  year  in  college  work  in  Ontario,  Calif. 
She  also  is  a  member  of  the  Mennonite  Church. 

4 — Mclvina  Baumgartner,  Seventh  Generation,  Ontario,  Calif. 

Melvina  began  her  walk  of  life  May  20,  1909.  She  has  completed  her 
common  school  work  and  is  now  in  her  second  year  of  high  school  in 
Ontario,  Calif.  All  the  children  are  active  in  the  Young  People's  work  in 
the  Mennonite  Church. 

Abraham  was  married  the  second  time  with  Lydia  Jenkins  at  Chicago, 
Ill.,  Aug.  14,  1919.  She  was  horn  in  Halcott,  Green  Co.,  X.  Y.,  Jan.  11, 
1870,  among  the  Catskill  Mts.  She  received  a  district  school  education. 
From  youth  up  she  had  an  ambition  for  missionary  work.  When  she  was 
21  years  old  she  went  to  a  seminary  in  western  X.  Y.,  but  soon  thereafter 
her  father  died,  and  she  had  to  return  home  to  care  for  mother.  Ten 
>cars  later,  when  bet  mother  died,  Mie  went  to  the  Missionary  Alliance 
Bible  School  at  Xyack,  on  the  Hudson  River.  For  18  years  she  worked 
in  some  form  of  mission  work  in  C  hicago  in  a  Hebrew  Mission,  in  Helen 
Clark’s  Rescue  Home  in  X'.  Y.  City,  then  in  Helen  Collins’  Children’s 
Home  in  Xyack,  X.  "S’.  While  in  Chicago,  she  met  Abraham  Baum¬ 
gartner,  who  had  come  to  see  his  sister  Fannie  (with  whom  she  was 
intimate)  which  later  developed  into  a  marriage.  She  speaks  of  the  high 
Christian  qualities  of  Abe’s  first  wife  and  the  tine  Christian  influence  she 
exerted  over  the  children,  to  whom  she  now  came  to  be  a  mother.  He  has 
lived  one  year  in  Upland,  Calif.,  where  he  worked  in  a  lemon  and  orange 
packing  house.  He  also  lived  in  Oregon.  Traveled  through  Yellowstone 
Xational  Park.  He  now  lives  in  Aberdeen,  Idaho. 

Ill — Prof.  John  Baumgartner,  Sixth  Generation,  Brinkley,  Ark. 

John  entered  his  path  of  life  at  Bluffton, 
Ohio,  July  26,  1880.  After  completing  graded 
school  he  went  to  Pandora  high  school  and 
graduated  Aug.  12,  1900.  Then  attended  one 
year  Bluffton  College,  one  year  Lima  Busi¬ 
ness  College.  In  1911  he  received  his  R.  S. 
degree  from  the  'Valparaiso  (Ind.)  University, 
and  his  B.  A.  in  1914.  In  1920  he  obtained  his 
M.  S.  degree  from  the  Arkansas  State  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  in  1922  his  M.  A.  degree  from  the 
University  of  Chicago.  Thus  being  well 
equipped  he  in  earnest  took  up  school  work  as 
IPs  life’s  profession.  He  left  Ohio  for  Arkansas  in  1903  where  he  taught 
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school  for  eight  years  when  he  became  superintendent  of  schools  and 
also  taught  for  15  years  at  the  following  places:  Yoder  Station  school. 
Stuttgart  public  schools,  Roc  public  schools,  and  lastly  was  13  years  Supt. 
of  the  Brinkley  public  schools,  all  in  Ark.,  and  was  in  1926  re-elected  for 
another  term  of  three  years.  He  spent  15  summers  in  summer  schools, 
making  a  total  of  four  and  two-thirds  years  in  actual  time.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Ark.  State  University  Extension  Faculty  at  Brinkley,  and 
for  five  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Summer  Faculty  of  the  Ark.

degree.

Church  at  Stuttgart,  Ark.  lie  has  been  active  as  steward,  S.  S.  Supt.,  S.  S. 
teacher  and  Pres,  of  the  Y.  P.  Society.  He  also  rendered  valuable  ser¬ 
vice  assisting  at  home  in  the  World  War  drive.  He  made  quite  extensive 
travels  in  the  United  States  for  pleasure  and  education,  and  in  Canada  and 
Mexico.  He  was  married  Apr.  25,  1908,  to  Lou  Ella  Yon  Arsdell  of 
Stuttgart,  Ark.,  where  he  at  that  time  taught  school.  She  was  born  Nov. 
4,  1886,  and  graduated  from  Stuttgart  high  school  in  1904.  She  also 
attended  the  Springfield  Normal,  Mo.;  Valparaiso  University,  1  n cl. ;  Ark. 
State  University;  University  of  Chicago:  Jonesboro,  Ark.,  Agricultural 
School,  and  graduated  from  the  Ark.  State  Teachers’  College,  where  she 
received  her  A.  B.  degree  in  1924.  She  taught  school  for  sixteen  years  and 
has  been  principal  of  the  Berkley  public  schools  for  12  years.  She  was 
baptized  in  1902,  in  the  Baptist  Church  in  Stuttgart,  Ark.,  and  then  became 
a  member  of  it.  She  is  an  active  worker  in  the  churches,  S.  S.  teacher  and 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  Pres.  They  now  live  in  Brinkley,  Ark. 

IV — Fannie  Baumgartner,  Sixth  Generation,  Missionary  to 

Lichow,  Hunan,  China. 

Fannie’s  eventful  life  began  near  Pandora,  Ohio,  Mar.  7,  1883.  She 
attended  Central  School,  No.  9,  in  Putnam  Co.  Her  mother  having  died 
when  she  was  10  years  old,  she  was  deprived  of  many  school  privileges, 
having  to  take  up  the  task  of  keeping  house  for  father  and  act  as  mother 
for  the  younger  children.  From  early  life  she  craved  to  be  a  missionary 
to  China.  Her  preparations  for  this  were  repeatedly  interrupted  with 
household  duties,  and  otherwise.

In  19i9  she 
became  a  member  of  the  First  Missionary  Church  here  and  was  also  bap¬ 
tized.  She  made  recreational  trips  to  Chicago,  Ill.,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio, 

IX — Oliver  C.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Chemist,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 

Oliver  C.  was  born  Feb.  11,  1908.  His  school  life  began  at  Pandora, 
Ohio,  and  continued  in  Ft.  Wayne,  where  he  attended  the  South  Side  high 
school  and  the  European  School  of  Music.  He  is  now  assistant  in  the 
Chemical  Laboratory  in  the  South  Side  high  school.  For  a  while  he 
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worked  in  the  Ft.  Wayne  Tank  and  Pump  Co.,  and  three  months  in  the 
Ft.  Wayne  Box  Co.  By  baptism  he  was  received  into  the  First  Missionary 
Church  in  1923.  He  has  visited  the  “J  humb”  section  of  Mich.;  Toronto, 
Canada,  and  Niagara  Falls. 

X — Ivan  A.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Newsboy,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 

Ivan  A.  came  as  a  Christmas  gift  to  his  parents,  Dec.  25,  1910.  Most 
of  his  schooling  was  obtained  in  the  South  Side  high  school,  Ft.  Wayne, 
Ind.  He  is  a  newsboy.  By  baptism  he  was  received  into  his  parents’ 
church  here  in  1923. 


XI — Elaine  F.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 

Elaine  F.  came  into  being  Jan.  19,  1913.  She  is  attending  the  Wayne 
graded  school,  and  the  European  School  of  Music  in  Ft.  Wayne.  She  was 
baptized  and  admitted  into  the  First  Missionary  CiiuiYn  here  192-!.  She 
made  a  trip  to  Chicago. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Verena  Welty,  Baumgartner,  Fourth  Generation,  1824-1896. 

Verena  was  born  in  Bagi- 
schwand,  Lauperswvl,  Emmcn- 
thal,  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland, 
Apr.  25,  1824.  She  obtained  a 
fair  education,  also  in  catecheti¬ 
cal  work,  which,  later  became  a 
great  asset  to  her  Christian  life. 
In  1846,  in  company  with  her 
brothers,  John,  Peter  and  Mat¬ 
thias,  she  came  to  America,  land¬ 
ing  in  New  York  harbor  after  a 
voyage  of  49  days.  On  this  voy¬ 
age  a  great  storm  was  encoun¬ 
tered  that  tore  down  masts  and  threatened  submergement.  Verena  assisted 
in  the  dining  room.  One  morning  a  huge  wave  suddenly  careened  the 
sailship  sufficiently  for  the  prepared  breakfast  to  slide  off  from  the  table. 
Hurriedly  the  waiters  picked  up  the  food,  replaced  it,  and  called  the  people 
to  the  menu  without  telling  them  what  had  happened. 

Verena’s  parents  were  loath  to  see  her  and  the  brothers  (especially 
Matthias,  who  was  only  18  years  old),  go  to  America.  From  New  York 
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they  came  per  boat  up  the  Hudson  River  to  Albany,  and  then  per  canal  to 
Buffalo,  X.  V.,  and  on  to  Cleveland,  and  to  Bluffton,  Allen  Co.,  Ohio. 
Verena  soon  found  employment  in  housework  and  weaving  as  a  means  of 
maintenance.  One  dav,  late  in  1848,  while  weaving  at  Rev.  Christian 
Steiner’s,  Samuel  Baumgartner,  of  Adams  Co.,  Ind.,  arrived  here.  In 
course  of  his  conversation  with  Rev.  S.  he  stated  his  real  mission.  It  was 
then  the  custom  for  young  men  among  Mennonites  to  obtain  advice  from 
pastors  relative  to  suitable  life  companions.  Steiner  informed  him  that 
there  is  now  a  young  woman  upstairs  weaving,  who  is  industrious  and 
religious,  and  would  make  him  a  suitable  wife.  Having  received  permis¬ 
sion  to  see  her.  lie  ascended  the  stairs,  introduced  himself,  and  commenced 
chatting.  After  a  short  visit  together,  he  disclosed  his  heart’s  desire  to 
her.  This  revelation  to  her  found  concurrence,  and  a  verbal  marriage  con¬ 
tract  was  entered  into.  They  were  married  Feb.  1  1849,  in  her  brother 
John’s  home,  near  Bluffton,  Ohio,  by  Rev.  Steiner.  Then  she  went  with 
him  to  Indiana,  and  for  over  32  years  lived  together  through  joys  and 
sorrows,  when  he  was  called  hence  Mar.  22,  1881.  He  was  born  in  Canton 
Bern,  Switzerland,  Apr.  17,  1818.  He  came  to  America  in  1837,  settling 
first  in  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio.  But  unable  to  buy  land  here,  he,  with  his 
parents,  moved  to  Wells  Co.,  Ind.,  in  1839,  one  mile  northwest  of  Vera 
Cruz.  Soon  thereafter  he  bought  land  in  French  Tp.,  Adams  Co.,  two 
miles  southeast  of  Vera  Cruz.  Here  they  pioneered  and  lived  to  the  time 
of  his  demise.  They  had  many  hardships  to  endure.  Crops  often  were 
meager,  markets  poor,  political  conditions  adverse  to  prosperity.  Civil 
War  finally  broke  out  and  made  financial  conditions  worse.  Hard  pioneer 
life  impaired  his  health.  Yet  amidst  it  all,  their  trust  was  fixed  in  God  w  ho 
supplied  grace  to  bear  it  all  with  true  resignation  in  the  enjoyment  of 
ordinary  comforts. 

NTot  being  satisfied  with  prevailing  religious  conditions  in  churches  in 
the  community  they  lived  in,  they  visited  services  that  were  here  conducted 
by  missionaries  of  the  Evangelical  Association  in  1854,  who  preached  con¬ 
scious  salvation.  Soon  they  experienced  a  satisfying  religion,  and  united 
with  the  Evangelical  Association  at  \  era  Cruz,  Ind.,  and  remained  devoted 
members  of  the  church  to  their  departure.  This  step  first  caused  them 
severe  persecution  from  some  kin  folks,  but  ere  long  ceased.  He  filled 
official  positions  in  the  church  to  his  death.  She  was  of  a  retiring  disposi¬ 
tion,  but  deeply  spiritual  and  interested  in  the  salvation  of  neighbors  and 
her  children.  (3 f ten,  when  the  weather  was  too  bad  to  go  to  Sunday  school, 
mother  gathered  her  children  around  the  family  table,  and  would  read  and 
explain  Bible  stories  to  them.  In  1885  she  left  the  farm  and  moved  to 
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Vera  Cruz,  Inti.,  where  she  lived  until  1895.  when  her  daughter  Christina 
died.  Then  she  made  her  home  with  her  daughter  Caroline  in  Xappance, 
Elkhart  Co.,  Ind.  In  the  summer  of  1S96,  she  made  her  last  visit  to  her 
relatives  in  Ohio,  but  soon  felt  impelled  to  return  home.  She  took  ill  on 
this  trip,  and  was  forced  to  stop  with  daughter  Mary  in  Huntington,  Ind., 
where,  after  a  brief  illness,  she  departed  Sept.  8.  1896.  Both  parents’ 
bodies  rest  side  by  side  in  the  cemetery  near  Vera  Cruz,  Ind.,  where  three 
sons  and  three  daughters  are  interred.  To  them  were  born  on  the  home¬ 
stead  farm: 


A — David  Ludwig  Baumgartner,  Fifth  Generation. 

David  was  born  Aug.  13,  1850,  and  died  Sept.  14,  same  year. 

B — Mary  Ellen  Baumgartner,  Nille,  Beck,  Fifth  Generation,  1852-1925. 

Mary  E.  was  born  July  28,  1852.  She  had  only 
common  schooling.  An  opinion  prevailed  among 
Swiss  folks  that  being  able  to  read,  write  and 
figure  a  little  was  sufficient  for  girls  to  keep 
house.  Mary  being  the  oldest  child  was  often 
needed  to  aid  mother,  hence  often  deprived  of 
school  privileges.  Yet  by  persistency  she  learned 
to  read  well  in  German  and  English.  She  was 
very  companionable.  At  maturity  she  often 
worked  among  neighbors,  and  in  private  homes 
in  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  When  14  years  old  she 
espoused  Christianity,  was  baptized  and  joined  the 
Evangelical  Association  at  Vera  Cruz,  Ind.  She 
married  Albert  Xille  at  her  parental  home,  Oct.  26.  1872,  Rev.  J.  K.  Trover 
officiating.  He  was  born  in  Wooster,  Ohio,  Feb.  11,  1846,  baptized  June 
28,  same  year.  He  was  a  carpenter.  After  marriage  he  farmed  his  father’s 
farm  near  Vera  Cruz.  Due  to  impaired  health  he  ceased  farming  in  1878, 
and  entered  grocery  business  in  Vera  Cruz.  But  soon  he  had  to  abandon 
it,  and  succumbed  to  his  disease,  May  8,  1879.  He  was  saved  under  Rev. 
C.  Glaus’  preaching  and  joined  his  wife’s  church. 

After  his  demise,  Mary,  for  a  living,  began  carpet  weaving,  continuing 
until  Dec.  18,  1884,  when  she  married  Adam  Beck  of  Huntington,  Ind., 
Rev.  C.  C.  Beyrer  officiating.  She  now  transferred  her  church  membership 
to  his  church  (Ev.  Association)  in  Huntington.  He  was  born  in  llerch- 
weiler,  Russel,  Germany,  Apr.  16.  1831.  He  farmed  and  burned  lime  for 
years,  then  entered  partnership  with  the  Beck  and  Purviance  Lime  Co., 
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and  later  with  the  Ohio  and  Western  Lime  Co.  After  some  years,  due  to 
impaired  health  he  retired  from  active  partnership.  He  lived  a  faithful 
Christian  life,  filled  many  positions  officially  in  the  church.  After  a  long 
siege  of  illness  he  departed  this  life  May  28,  1910. 

After  this  she  became  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church  in  Huntington, 
being  close  to  her  home.  Later  she  sold  her  property  here  and  moved  to 
Fort  Wayne.  Ind.,  where  she  took  care  of  her  aged  sister-in-law,  and  moved 
her  membership  here  to  the  E.  Ferry  St.  M.  E.  Church.  In  the  summer  of 
1923.  with  a  ciowd  of  tourists,  she  toured  to  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  and  Colorado  Springs.  At  the  latter  place  she  ascended  Pike’s 
Peak  to  its  summit,  and  here  visited  other  places  of  interest.  In  April, 
1925,  she  took  ill,  lingering  on  until  Oct.  29.  1925.  when  she  fell  asleep  in 
the  full  assurance  of  eternal  life.  There  was  born  one  child  to  each  union, 
namclv  : 

I — Emma  Amelia  Nille,  Eberhart,  Sixth  Generation,  Huntington,  Ind. 

Emma  A.  entered  the  arena  of  life,  one  mile  south  of  Vera  Cruz,  Ind., 
on  her  grandfather  Nille’s  farm,  Mar.  19,  1876.  From  childhood  she  was 
possessed  with  a  sunny  disposition.  Her  school  life  started  in  Vera  Cruz. 
After  her  mother’s  second  marriage  she  attended  school  at  Huntington 
and  Ft.  Wayne.  Then  she  entered  Huntington  Business  College,  grad¬ 
uating  in  1895.  Here  she  was  a  bookkeeper  in  the  Beck  and  Purviance 
Lime  Co.,  three  years,  when  the  company  dissolved.  Next  she  was  a 
.bookkeeper  in  the  Huntington  Light  and  Fuel  Co.  live  years,  when  she 
was  made  cashier,  serving  in  this  capacity  efficiently  16  years,  when  she 
resigned  in  favor  of  a  domestic  life.  She  made  pleasure  tours  to  Niagara 
F"alls;  Chicago  World’s  Fair;  Buffalo.  N.  V.;  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  National 
Park.  Wyo. ;  and  in  1°26  an  eastern  tour  to  Washington,  D.  C.;  Phila¬ 
delphia;  New  York  City;  New  Haven,  Conn.,  Boston,  Mass.;  and  other 
interesting  pLces.  She  espoused  Christianity  when  18  years  old  and 
joined  the  Evangelical  Church  in  Huntington,  in  which  she  served  as 
organist  11  years,  and  as  recording  steward  three  years.  She  received 
infant  baptism.  In  1911  she  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church  in  Huntington, 
and  after  marriage  she  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  here.  Dec.  16, 
1919,  at  the  home  of  her  aunt  Emma  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  where  her  mother 
then  lived,  she  became  the  wife  of  Geo.  M.  Eberhart,  then  judge  of  the 
Huntington  Circuit  Court.  With  this  event  Emma  assumed  the  duty  of 
mothering  his  children,  two  sweet  little  girls,  Catharine  Elizabeth,  4  years 
old,  and  Margaret  Louise.  2  years  old. 

He  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Bippus,  Huntington  Co.,  Ind.,  June  16, 
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1876  After  completing  high  school  he  finished  a  course  in  Central  Normal 
College  in  Indiana,  then  Indiana  State  Normal  School,  and  Indiana  Law 
School.  He  taught  school  from  1896-1901.  He  began  law  practice  in  1903 
in  Huntington,  was  elected  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  56th  Judicial  Cir¬ 
cuit  Court,  serving  two  terms,  1907-1911.  In  1918  he  was  elected  Judge  of 
this  court,  and  resigned  in  1922,  at  which  time  he  entered  partnership  with 
Barrett  in  Ft.  Wayne,  as  Barrett,  Eberhart  and  Barrett  firm.  In  1923  he 
severed  his  relation  with  this  firm,  and  again  took  up  the  practice  of  law 
in  Huntington.  Federal  positions  were  offered  him  several  times  but  he 
declined  them.  They  reside  in  Huntington,  where  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  since  June  16,  1907.  He  was  elected  deacon  of  the 
church  in  1908,  serving  in  this  capacity  until  1919,  when  lie*  became  a 
member  of  the  Session.  May.  1920,  he  was  sent  as  delegate  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  which  convened  in  Philadelphia,  Pa. 


II — Herman  Samuel  Beck,  Sixth  Generation,  Greencastle,  Ind., 

Mechanic  and  Auto  Agent. 

Herman  S.  began  his  earthly  life  on  his  father’s  farm,  one  mile  east  of 
Huntington,  Sept.  20,  1885.  In  his  youth  he  went  to  S.  S.  in  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church  in  Huntington.  Here  he  obtained  his  education,  two  years 
in  high  school,  and  one  year  in  the  Huntington  Business  College.  Prefer¬ 
ring  outdoor  manual  work,  he  was  employed  in  the  Ohio  and  Western 
Lime  Co.  His  parents,  however,  planned  a  business  career  for  him,  and 
later  started  him  in  as  clerk  in  a  Gents’  Clothing  Store.  This  was  averse 
to  his  nature,  and  he  soon  discontinued,  and  became  an  apprentice  in  1905. 
in  the  Erie  R.  R.  Machine  Shop  here.  Ambitious  to  become  a  master 
mechanic  he  worked  and  studied  in  a  number  of  other  citits  as  a  machinist 
and  in  1909  he  went  to  Ada,  Oklahoma,  where  he  soon  rose  to  foreman  in 
the  machine  department  of  the  Oklahoma  Portland  Cement  Co.,  owned 
by  his  half-brother,  Adam  Beck.  Eater  when  this  plant  was  sold  and 
another  plant  was  established  in  Limedale.  near  Greencastle,  Ind.,  called 
Indiana  Portland  Cement  Co.,  he  became  foreman  of  construction  and 
operation  work,  and  a  partner  of  the  firm  in  1918,  when  he  was  made 
assistant  superintendent  for  three  years,  then  superintendent  of  the  plant 
operation  and  construction  work.  In  1925  this  plant  was  sold,  and  Herman 
took  over  the  Chevrolet  auto  agency  at  Greencastle,  Ind.  Thus  his  life 
has  .been  punctuated  with  progress.  He  first  met  his  wife,  Eloise  Armour, 
daughter  of  Noah  and  Katie  Armour  of  Fredrickstown,  Mo.,  at  Ada,  Okla., 
to  whom  he  was  married  June  22,  1911.  She  was  born  in  Bertrand,  Mo., 
Aug.  21,  1887.  She  was  reared  religiously  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  joining  it

in  her  native  town  in  1899.  On  moving  to  Greencastle,  Ind.,  her  mem¬ 
bership  was  transferred  here  to  the  M.  E.  Church,  where  she  and  the 
children  attend  Sunday  school  and  church  services.  To  them  were  born: 

1 —  Herman  Adam,  Sept.  22.  1915,  Ada,  Oklahoma,  Seventh  Generation. 

He  now  is  in  school. 

2 —  Philip  Armour,  Jan.  5,  1919,  Greencastle,  Ind.,  Seventh  Generation. 

He  is  m  school. 

C — Caroline  Baumgartner,  Mosiman,  Fifth  Generation,  South  Bend,  Ind. 

Caroline  began  life's  mission  Sept.  27,  1854.  She 
only  went  to  district  school.  Often  she  longed  to 
go  to  Naperville,  Ill.,  X.  \V.  College,  for  a  better 
education  to  fill  her  mission  more  successfully. 
But  in  vain.  She  espoused  Christianity  at  ten 
years  old  and  joined  the  Ev.  Association  at  Vera 
Cruz,  Ind.,  where  she  was  baptized.  She  loved  the 
Bible  and  religious  books.  Being  gifted  in  singing 
she  became  a  leader  in  song  and  chorus  work. 
She  is  amiable  and  generous.  She  has  been  a  S.  S. 
teacher  during  most  of  her  Christian  life  to  date. 
She  was  married  at  her  parents’  home  to  Samuel 
Mosiman,  May  15.  1877,  Rev.  E.  R.  Troyer 

officiating.  In  1925  they  toured  per  auto,  in  company  with  Dr.  Hovis,  to 
Niagara  Falls,  and  into  Canada,  and  in  1920  with  their  son  Lloyd  to  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C. ;  Mt.  Vernon,  Philadelphia,  Ocean  Grove,  New  York  City, 
and  other  eastern  places  of  interest. 

He  was  born  in  Yera  Cruz,  Ind.,  Feb.  3,  1856.  Here  he  obtained  his 
education,  and  entered  the  hardware  business,  continuing  until  1890,  when 
he  sold  out,  and  with  his  family,  moved  to  Nappanee,  Elkhart  Co.,  Ind., 
Sept.  25.  1890,  where  he  again  .became  a  partner  in  a  hardware  store.  In 
1599  he  sold  his  inte; est  here,  but  remained  as  tinner  until  1902.  In  1903 
they  sold  their  property  here,  and  in  November  moved  to  South  Bend, 
Ind.,  where  they  later  bought  a  home.  In  1904  he  resumed  his  trade  as 
tinner  at  C.  G.  Folsom  Mfg.  Co.,  and  later  at  the  Maas  Stove  and  Tin 
Finn,  where  he  has  continued  to  date. 

While  resident  in  Nappanee  he  served  as  town  clerk  for  two  and  one- 
half  years,  and  as  councilman  one  term.  Due  to  his  firm  stand  against 
saloons  he  was  defeated  for  a  second  term  by  one  vote.  After  locating  in 
Nappanee  a  society  of  the  Evangelical  Church  was  organized  here  and  both 
became  charter  members  thereof.  He  served  the  society  seven  years  as 
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S.  S.  superintendent,  11  years  as  class  leader,  12  years  as  trustee  and  she  as 
S.  S.  teacher,  up  to  the  time  of  leaving.  In  South  Bend,  as  a  family,  they 
joined  the  Mizpah  Evangelical  Church,  where  he  served  three  years  as 
S.  S.  treasurer.  Having  moved  into  the  north  part  of  the  city,  the  whole 
family  joined  the  St.  Paul  M.  E.  Church,  where  they  have  been  active 
members  since.  To  them  were  born: 

I — Surelda  Elmira  Mosiman,  Sixth  Generation,  Bookkeeper, 

South  Bend,  Indiana. 

Surelda  E.  entered  the  path  of  life  in  Vera  Cruz,  Ind.,  Feb.  12,  1878. 
Here  she  started  to  public  school  and  ended  in  Xappanee,  Ind.  Then  for 
nine  years  she  clerked  in  the  Hartman  Bros.  Drygoods  and  Grocery  Store, 
being  the  greater  part  of  this  time  headlady.  She  resigned  this  position 
in  1903,  when  she  moved  to  South  Bend.  Here  she  became  an  office 
worker  in  the  Happ  and  Mark  Firm,  then  in  the  McLain  and  Baird  Firm, 
where  the  position  of  forelady  was  tendered  her,  but  she  declined  this 
mark  of  appreciation,  not  wishing  to  assume  the  responsibility.  In  1914 
she  became  bookkeeper  in  the  Indiana  and  Michigan  Electric  Co.,  where 
she  has  since  continued  with  an  excellent  record. 

In  Xappanee  she  espoused  Christianity  when  13  years  old  and  joined 
the  Evangelical  Association.  She  was  active  in  S.  S.  and  Y.  P.  Alliance 
and  in  church  choir.  In  South  Bend  she  always  was  in  active  church  work 
serving  three  years  as  a  steward  in  the  Mizpah  Ev.  Church,  and  has  filled 
various  positions,  of  trust  in  the  St.  Paul  M.  E.  Church.  Four  years  she 
was  president  of  the  Business  Woman’s  Bible  Class  of  the  South  Bend 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  Some  of  her  summer  vacations  were  spent  in  traveling  in 
eastern  and  central  U.  S.  and  to  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  Kansas  City 
and  St.  Louis,  Mo. ;  in  1926  to  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Philadelphia,  Xcw  York 

City,  and  other  places  of  interest.  She  is  possessed  with  a  noble  Chris- 
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tian  character. 

II — William  Henry  Mosiman,  Sixth  Generation. 

Wm.  H.  was  born  in  Vera  Cruz,  Ind.,  Dec.  24,  1879,  and  departed  this 
life  X'ov.  4,  1890.  He  was  an  affectionate  lad  with  a  strong  religious  dis¬ 
position. 

Ill — Lillian  Alvina  Mosiman,  Krause,  Sixth  Generation,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Lillian  A.  found  welcome  to  this  life  in  Vera  Cruz,  Ind.,  Apr.  21,  1882. 
She  obtained  her  school  training  here  and  at  Xappanee.  In  Xappanee, 
Saturdays,  she  often  assisted  the  clerks  in  the  Hartman  Bros.  Store.  She 
became  a  Christian  in  Xappanee  when  10  years  old  and  joined  the  Evan-

gelical  Association.  She  served  her  church  to  date,  22  years  as  S.  S. 
teacher,  four  years  as  Y.  P.  A.  president,  10  years  as  Junior  S.  S.  Supt. 
She  was  secretary  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  and  W.  M.  Society,  also  president  of 
the  latter,  and  of  the  Indianapolis  Graded  Union  of  S.  S.  Teachers. 
During  the  World  War  she  was  active  in  the  Red  Cross  Chapter  of  India¬ 
napolis;  and  in  the  Public  Health  Nurse  Association;  in  the  Wheeler  City 
Mission  and  Orphan  Home;  and  for  some  years,  a  member  of  the  Indiana 
Conference  Woman’s  Donation  Day  Committee  for  the  Evangelical  Dea¬ 
coness  Home,  Chicago.  111.  She  also  took  a  course  of  Special  Bible  Work 
in  Hulbert  Teacher  Training  in  Indianapolis.  In  1902,  when  a  delegate 
from  the  Nappanec  Y.  P.  A.  to  the  Indiana  Conference  Branch  Y.  P.  A. 
Convention,  at  Oak  wood  Park,  Syracuse,  Ind.,  she  first  met  Harry  W. 
Krause  of  Indianapolis,  both  serving  on  the  same  committee.  Their 
acquaintance  culminated  into  matrimony  June  15,  1904,  her  uncle  S.  H.  B.

Ina  O.  was  born  in  Vera  Cruz,  Indiana,  October  5,  1887.  She  attended 
public  school  in  Xappanee  through  the  second  year  high  school.  The 
family  then  moved  to  South  Bend  and  she  resumed  her  school  work  in 
the  South  Bend  high  school.  Her  further  education  was  secured  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  where  she  specialized  in  Bible  Study  and  French. 

She  accepted  Christ  as  her  Savior  in  her  eleventh  year  and  became  a 
member  of  the  Evangelical  Association  in  Xappanee  in  1898.  Here  she 
served  as  organist  and  was  an  active  worker  in  the  Sunday  School  and 
Young  People’s  Alliance,  holding  offices  in  both  organizations.

Lloyd  B.  appeared  in  Nappanee,  Ind.,  Apr. 
22,  1893.  Here  and  at  South  Bend,  Ind.,  he 
attended  school,  graduating  from  the  South 
Bend  high  school  in  1913.  Then  he  entered 
Purdue  University,  where  lie  graduated  in 
1917  in  Mechanical  Engineering.  Here  he 
also  took  training  in  infantry  and  field  artil¬ 
lery.  He  was  a  member  of  the  basket-ball 
team  and  won  the  Frank  Stover  medal.  In 
his  teen  age  he  worked  during  vacations  in 
a  grocery  store,  and  one  year,  on  a  milk 
route  in  Sunl.ii  Bend,  to  accumulate  means  to 
help  him  through  school.  In  the  university  he  was  table  waiter  at  an 
eating  club  as  a  source  of  income.  One  year  he  was  manager  of  the 
yearly  publication  the  university  put  out.

VII — Kenton  McKinley  Mosiman,  Sixth  Generation,  Associated  Letter 

Service,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Kenton  M.  began  the  trials  of  life  in  Xap- 
pance,  Ind.,  July  18,  1896.  Here  he  started  to 
school.  He  graduated  in  the  South  Rend 
graded  and  high  school.  In  1917  he  entered 
the  Illinois  University  in  Champaign,  Ill., 
continuing  here  until  the  fall  of  1918,  when  he 
entered  military  service  in  the  World  War, 
in  the  Aviation  Department  at  Indianapolis, 
Ind.  He  was  assigned  to  607  Aviation 
Squadron.  Shortly  before  the  Armistice  was 
signed  he  was  transferred  to  the  Ft.  Wayne 
Training  Camp,  Detroit,  Mich.,  for  final  train¬ 
ing.  Here  he  received  his  discharge  Dec.,  1918.  Since  the  war  he  was 
always  affiliated  with  some  line  of  advertising  agency,  first  in  Indianapolis. 
When  23  years  old,  he  was  assistant  advertising  Mgr.  of  the  Detroit  News 
for  two  years.  1921-22  he  was  vice-president  of  the  Fred  Miller  Adver¬ 
tising  Agency  in  Indianapolis.  Here  Dec.,  1922,  he  .became  president  and 
manager  of  the  Thompson  Circular  Advertising  Co.,  which  then  was  the 
largest  circular  letter  firm  in  Indiana.  Since  1923  lie  is  manager  of  the 
Associated  Letter  Service  in  Indianapolis.  His  alertness  in  business  brings 
him  success.  At  the  age  of  ten  years  he  accepted  Christianity  and  united 
with  the  Mizpah  Evangelical  Church  in  South  Rend.  Ind.  In  1908  he 
became  a  member,  by  transfer,  of  the  St.  Pan:  M.  E.  Church.  In  1917,  he 
became  a  member  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity.  He  married  Mary 
McMurphy  of  Sarina,  Ontario,  Canada,  June  24,  1922,  Rev.  Patterson 
officiating.  She  was  horn  in  Wyoming,  Out.,  Canada,  Aug.  14,  1896.  Here 
she  obtained  her  education  in  part,  and  high  school  training  at  Petiolia, 
Out.  Then  she  studied  millinery  and  became  a  millinery  buyer  and 
designer,  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  in  Xcw  York  City.  In  1906  she  became  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada.  In  Sept.,  1922,  they  both 
united  with  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and 
are  taking  active  interest  in  the  problems  of  the  church.  To  their  home 
came :

Abundance  of  farm  work  often  kept  him  out 
of  school  in  his  teen  age.  At  seventeen  he 
applied  himself  entirely  to  farm  work.  At  20 
years  he  engaged  in  hewing  building  timber. 
Being  robust  he  little  suspected  that  his 
strength  and  endurance  might  be  prematurely 
exhausted.  When  21  years  old  typhoid  fever 
left  him  with  impaired  health  to  his  death. 
In  view  of  making  a  livelihood  easier  he 
undertook  taking  a  course  in  the  Business 
College  at  Naperville,  Ill.,  but  Pie  task  was 
too  strenuous  for  his  depleted  strength,  ne  returned  to  farming  again, 
hoping  to  regain  his  health,  only  to  fail;  then  he  changed  climate  by  going 
to  Holdrcdgc,  Nebr.,  and  later  to  Kansas,  engaging  in  carpenter  work. 
After  two  years  he  returned  with  some  improvement  of  health.  Then  he 
married  Mary  llocker,  of  Vera  Cruz,  Ind.,  Jan.  13,  1891,  and  resumed 
farming  of  the  home  place.  Financially  they  prospered,  but  his  old  ailment 
culminated  in  chronic  catarrhal  trouble  which  finally  terminated  in  con¬ 
vulsions  and  death,  Aug.  8,  1893.  He  espoused  Christianity  when  22 
years  old  and  remained  a  faithful  supporter  of  the  church  until  his  demise. 
He  joined  the  Evangelical  Association  at  Vera  Cruz  in  1881  and  was 
baptized  soon  after.  His  peaceful  life  won  him  many  friends. 
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His  wife  was  born  in  Massillon,  Stark  Co.,  Ohio,  May  5,  1862.  She 
was  converted  and  joined  the  Evangelical  Association,  Jan.,  1880,  at  Vera 
Cruz.  She  obtained  a  good  education.  She  taught  district  schools  nine 
years  prior  to  marriage.  After  her  husband’s  death,  she  again  took  up 
teaching,  Sept.,  189-1,  in  Berne,  Ind.,  Primary  Department,  Room  1,  con¬ 
tinuing  nearly  27  consecutive  years,  with  exception. •!  success.  After  three 
months’  illness  she  passed  away  in  the  Bluffton  Hospital,  July  13,  1921. 
On  moving  to  Berne  she  became  a  member  of  the  Evangelical  Church, 
serving  three  years  as  \V.  M.  S.  president  and  20  years  as  S.  S.  teacher. 
She  was  a  woman  of  pronounced  religious  and  social  convictions  and  firm 
against  all  immoral  things.  She  was  highly  esteemed  as  a  citizen,  and  it 
was  generally  conceded  that  she  influenced  more  lues  for  good  as  teacher 
and  Christian,  than  any  other  person  in  Berne,  excepting  Rev.  S.  F. 
Sprunger,  who  was  a  resident  minister  here  for  life.  To  this  union  were 
born; 
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I — Herman  Franklin  Baumgartner,  Sixth  Generation,  Mechanic, 

Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 

Herman  F.  began  life  Jan.  15,  1892,  on  the  farm  of  his  father’s  birth. 
Being  .bereft  of  his  father,  when  only  1  )A  years  old,  he  never  enjoyed  a 
father’s  love,  counsel  and  companionship.  He  grew  to  manhood  in  Berne, 
Ind.,  and  graduated  from  the  Berne  high  school  in  1912,  where  when  13 
years  old,  he  joined  the  Evangelical  Association.  In  1908  he  joined  the 
Berne  Orchestra,  playing  the  violincello. 

In  1912-15  he  drove  a  delivery  truck  in  Lima,  Ohio,  for  G.  E.  Bluem 
Dry  Goods  Store.  Then  he  worked  two  years  in  the  Lima  Locomotive 
Works  and  in  a  garage.  In  1915  he  painted  for  a  Berne  painter.  In 
1916  he  delivered  county  directories  for  The  Farm  Journal  Co.,  covering 
parts  of  Indiana,  Ohio  and  Michigan.  Ir  h?  worked  for  the  Anier,’can 
Express  Co.,  at  Anderson,  Ind.,  having  an  express  run  between  Cleveland 
and  St.  Louis,  on  the  C.  C.  C.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.  Dec.  15,  1917,  he  volunteered 
for  military  service  in  the  World  War.  He  was  trained  in  camps  Ft. 
Thomas,  Ky. ;  and  Ft.  Meyer,  Ya.,  in  Co.  E.,  30th  Eng.  He  was  appointed 
wagoner,  Apr.  21,  1918,  and  sailed  from  Hoboken,  X.  J.,  June  29th,  on  the 
ship  “President  Grant”,  landing  at  Brest,  France,  July  9th,  from  there  to 
Napoleon  Barracks,  staying  three  days,  then  to  Chaumont,  Gen.  Pershing’s 
headquarters,  thence  to  La  Villa  Aux  Bois,  thence  to  regimental  head¬ 
quarters  for  detached  service  in  motor  transportation,  where  the  regiment 
was  changed  to  the  First  Gas  Regiment.  July  27th,  he  went  to  the  front 
as  2d  driver,  and  was  on  the  different  sectors  until  Nov.  11,  1918,  when  the 
Armistice  was  signed.  He  saw  the  real  cruelties  of  war.  He  served  in 
the  Chateau  Thierry  sector.  Here  he  was  made  first  driver.  Then  in  St. 
Mihiel  sector,  Sept.  12,  and  on  to  Verdun,  and  the  Argonnc  Sectors  from 
Sept.  23  to  Oct.  18,  and  from  last  date  to  Nov.  11,  respectively.  Being  on 
these  sectors  three  months  he  heard  the  booming  of  cannons,  singing  of 
shrapnel  shells,  whistling  of  flying  bullets,  was  amidst  dropping  of  bombs, 
gas  explosions,  rattling  of  trucks,  saw  blood  flowing  from  human  beings 
and  animals,  villages  and  towns  razed,  and  farms  ruined.  Suddenly  on 
Nov.  11,  at  11  a.  m.  all  was  quiet;  no  wonder,  he  wrote  “It  took  me  a 
week  before  1  could  realize  that  the  war  was  over.  I  am  glad  it  is  over, 
and  that  the  C.  S.  was  not  to  give  up  any  more  boys.”  His  full  register 
name  was  Wagoner  Herman  F.  Baumgartner,  Co.  E.,  1st  Gas  Reg.,  Motor 
Transportation.  A.  E.  F.,  France.  Amidst  it  all  he  escaped  unharmed. 
Once  he  was  slightly  gassed.  While  in  a  shell  hole,  with  other  boys,  they 
heard  a  singing  shell  coming  their  way.  They  jumped  out  and  ran  just  in 
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time  to  save  their  lives,  for  the  shell  dropped  and  exploded  at  the  very  spot 
they  were. 

Sept.  5,  191S,  he  wrote  to  his  mother:  “I  have  been  very  busy  on  the 
road  three  days  and  two  nights  with  a  couple  of  hours  sleep.  I  had  no 
time  to  write  lately,  and  have  not  received  any  mail  from  home  for  two 
months.  ...  I  have  gone  through  one  big  drive,  and  am  still  O.  K.,  and 
may  go  through  many  more  before  the  war  is  over.  1  may  get  home  next 
June.  I  get  enough  to  eat,  have  a  good  place  to  sleep.  I  am  well.”  To 
his  uncle  S.  H.  B.  he  wrote:  “Old  Bill  Kaiser  sends  us  greetings  per 
shrapnels  when  we  get  close  to  his  lines.  I  have  no  bomb-proof  job.  I 
am  not  looking  for  one.  The  outfit  I  take  my  hat  off  to,  is  the  Doughboy, 
Infantry.  They  take  the  brunt  of  the  fighting.  When  the)’  get  started 
they  can  hardly  stop.”  He  landed  in  Nc  York  City,  Feb.  2,  1919.  He 
v\as  dischaiged  at  Camp  Taylor,  Ky.,  Feb.  24,  1919. 

After  arriving  home  he  began  working  for  S.  F.  Bowser  Mfg.  Co.,  Ft. 
Wayne,  Indiana.  In  1925  he  worked  in  Decatur,  Indiana.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  First  Evangelical  Church,  Ft.  Wayne,  and  of  the  S.  S.  Orchestra. 
He  married  Ethel  Fuhrman  of  Decatur,  Ind.,  May  10,  1924.  She  was 
born  Dec.  12,  1893,  baptized  March.  1894.  converted  and  joined  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church  in  Decatur  on  Easter  Sunday,  1909.  Here  she  served  as 
S.  S.  Sec’y,  Y.  P.  A.  Pres.,  Sec’y-Treasurer  of  the  Y.  P.  A.  Superannuation 
Fund,  Miss.  Circle  Pres.  E.  L.  C.  E.  Treas.,  steward  and  S.  S.  teacher. 

They  made  a  “honeymoon”  trip  per  automobile  to  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyoming,  where  they  abode  until  Sept.  29,  1924.  They 
camped  along  the  way.  They  toured  across  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri, 
Kansas,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Montana  and  Nebraska.  Passed  through 
six  capitals:  Indianapolis,  Ind.;  Jefferson  City.  Mo.;  Topeka,  Kans.; 
Denver,  Colo.;  Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  and  Lincoln,  X  >r.  Going  they  traveled 
2408  miles  in  15  days  actual  time,  stopping  three  days  for  sight-seeing. 
Coming  back  thev  traveled  2058  miles,  in  16  davs.  Other  cities  they 
touched  were:  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Lyons,  Ft.  Riley,  and 
Dodge  City,  Kans.;  Pueblo,  Colorado  Springs,  South  Cheyenne  Canyon, 
North  Cheyenne  Canyon  (10,000  feet  elevation),  Colo.;  Casper,  Buffalo, 
Sheridan,  Wyo.;  Custer  Battlefield,  Billings,  Livingston  and  Gardiner, 
Mont.,  where  they  entered  the  north  entrance  to  Yellowstone  Park  to 
Mammoth  Camp,  where  they  stayed  three  months.  Then  they  went  on 
the  Park  Loop  Trip,  a  tour  of  four  days,  visiting  Norris  Geyser,  Upper 
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Lake  and  Canyon  Camps,  over  Mt.  Washburn,  10,388  feet  high,  Camp 
Roosevelt,  and  back  to  Mammoth  Camp,  then  home  over  the  same  route  to 
Chej’enne,  Wyo.,  where  they  turned  to  Nebraska,  hitting  the  Lincoln 
Highway  to  Gothenburg,  Xcbr.,  St.  Joseph  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  arriving  at 
Decatur,  Inch,  Oct.  14,  1924,  without  auto  trouble.  To  them  was  born 
in  Decatur,  Ind. :

Leslie  A.  began  his  career  in  life  in  Vera  Cruz,  Ind.,  Sept.  26,  1893, 
1/  months  after  his  father’s  demise.  J  ike  his  .brother  he  ivwer  had  the 
enjoyment  of  a  father’s  love,  counsel  and  companionship.  In  Berne,  Ind., 
he  grew  to  manhood,  where  lie  graduated  from  high  school  in  1913,  and 
went  to  S.  S.  and  united  with  the  Evangelical  Church  in  1904.  He  had 
faithful  Christian  training  as  his  brother  did  from  their  mother.  In  1908 
he  joined  the  Berne  Orchestra,  playing  the  violin.  After  graduation  he 
took  a  position  with  the  Adams  Express  Co.,  at  Richmond,  Ind.,  remaining 
with  it  six  months.  Then  he  entered  the  International  Business  College, 
Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  completing  a  bookkeeper’s  course,  thereafter  became 
bookkeeper  at  the  Kelly  Construction  Co.,  in  Bryan,  Ohio,  remaining  here 
two  years.  Then  one  year  with  the  Mutual  Mass.  Stove  Co.,  then  two 
years  at  the  S.  F.  Bowser  Mfg.

E — Frederick  Baumgartner,  Fifth  Generation. 


Frederick  L.  was  born  Feb.  1,  1859,  and  departed  this  life  Sept.  30,1859. 

F — Rev.  Samuel  Henry  Baumgartner,  Fifth  Generation,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Samuel  H.  was  born  in  French  Tp.,  Adams  Co.,  Ind.,  Mar.  2,  1860.  He 
attended  rural  school  at  the  township  election  schoolhousc,  where  all  Tp. 
■elections  were  held.  Only  spelling,  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  were 
here  taught  up  to  his  14th  year.  In  Oct.,  1878,  he  attended  two  years  the 
graded  school  in  Linn  Grove,  Ind.  Each  Aug.  of  1S80-82  he  went  to  the 
Adams  Co.  Normal  School  at  Decatur,  Ind.  At  the  close  of  each  normal 
period  he  took  a  teacher’s  examination  and  secured  a  six,  twelve  and  18 
months’  teacher’s  license  respectively,  and  taught  Dist.  No.  7  in  his  native 
Tp.,  three  consecutive  school  years.  Jan.  31,  1881,  he  was  converted  to 
God,  and  in  Feb.  joined  the  Ev.  Association  at  Vera  Cruz,  and  later  in  this 
3*ear  was  baptized  by  pouring  while  kneeling  in  the  Wabash  River,  at 
Linn  Grove,  Ind.  Mar.  22,  1881,  his  father  died,  leaving  a  vacancy  as 
class  leader,  which  position  he  held  for  over  20  years.  Samuel  was  elected 
to  succeed  him.  With  trembling  and  misgivings  he  took  up  the  cross, 
holding  this  office  for  2 />  years  until  he  entered  N.  W.  College  at  Naper¬ 
ville,  Ill.,  Sept.,  1883.  He  remained  in  this  college  four  years,  graduating 
June,  1887,  with  an  L.  E.  L.  title.  While  in  college  he  became  more  and 
more  conscious  of  God’s  call  to  the  ministry.  After  a  severe  struggle  he 
yielded  to  an  earnest  appeal  for  workers  in  God’s  vineyard  at  a  N.  W. 
College  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Sunday  evening  meeting.  Upon  entering  the  active 
ministry  in  June,  1887,  he  pursued,  with  his  ministerial  duties,  a  four-year 
Theological  Course  prescribed  by  the  church.  These  were  strenuous  years. 


June  22,  1886,  he  married  Kezzie  Kieper,  daughter  of  Rev.  J.  Kieper,  in 
N.  W.  College  Chapel  with  thirty  guests  present,  Pres.  H.  H.  Rassweiler 
officiating.  She  was  born  in  Muscatine,  Io\\a,  Sept.  6,  1860.  With  her 
parents  she  lived  in  Iowa,  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Illinois.  In  1873  they  moved 
to  Naperville,  III.,  where  she  finished  public  school,  and  in  June,  1882. 
graduated  from  X.  W.  C.  in  the  English  Scientific  Course  with  an  L.  E.  L. 
title.  She  espoused  Christianity  in  1870,  when  she  was  baptized  and 
received  into  the  Evangelical  Association.  In  1884-85  she  specialized  in 
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oilpainting  and  crayon  work  in  the  Art  Dept,  of  X.  \Y.  C.  For  years  she 
was  an  alto  member  of  the  Musical  Union  of  the  College  congregation  and 
a  teacher  of  its  S.  S.  While  living  on  Hunker  Hill  circuit  she  was  active 
in  W.  C.  T.  U.  work,  also  in  S.  S.  work  for  40  years.  She  was  always 
active  in  W.  M.  S.  work  and  served  two  years  as  corresponding  secretary 
of  the  Ind.  Conference  Branch  \Y.  M.  S.;  two  years  as  Y.-Pres.;  five  years 
as  Pres.;  twice  she  was  delegate  to  the  Gen.  YY.  M.  S.  Conventions,  held 
at  Dayton  and  Tiffin,  Ohio,  and  was  interested  in  other  church  activities. 

Samuel  uninterruptedly  will  have  served  40  years  in  the  ministry  up  to 
May,  1927,  as  follows:  12  years  as  pastor,  eight  years  as  presiding  elder, 
two  years  again  as  pastor,  again  14  years  as  presiding  elder,  one  year  exclu¬ 
sively  as  solicitor  for  the  Haven  Hubbard  Memorial  Old  People’s  Home. 
.New  Carlisle,  Ind.,  and  three  years  as  pastor  and  solicitor  conjointly.  Offi¬ 
cially  he  served  the  Ind.  Conf.  as  assistant  Sec’y,  two  years;  as  Sec’y,  eight 
years;  editor  of  Conf.  journal,  four  years;  Conf.  Missionary  Society  Tres., 
eight  years;  delegated  to  Gen.  Board  of  Missions,  five  times;  Conf.  trustee, 
nine  years;  trustee  of  NT.  Yd.  C.  and  U.  B.  I.,  three  years;  on  Conference 
Extension  Committee,  16  years;  delegate  to  Gen.  Conference,  eight  terms; 
Conf.  historian,  16  years;  furnished  manuscripts  for  Conf.  History,  Vol.  I 
and  II,  a  director  of  the  Ev.  Deaconess  Hospital,  Chicago,  Ill.,  seven 
years;  commissioner  on  Church  Union,  seven  years;  solicitor  four  times  for 
N.  W.  C.  Endowment  Fund,  Superannuation  Fund,  Forward  Movement 
Fund  and  II.  H.  M.  O.  P.  H.  and  minor  offices.- 

As  Gen.  Conference  delegate  he  was  at  Elgin,  Ill.;  St.  Paul,  Minn.; 
Berlin,  now  Kitchener,  Canada;  Milwaukee,  Wis.;  Cleveland.  Ohio;  Los 
Angeles,  Calif.;  and  Detroit,  Mich.  He  had  s'<  g-off  privileges  to  California 
and  .back,  and  visited  at  Grand  Canyon,  Ariz. ;  San  Diego,  Calif.;  Tiajuana, 
Lower  Calif.,  Mexico;  Big  Tree,  San  Francisco,  Berkley  and  Oakland, 
Calif.;  Salt  Lake  City,  Royal  Gorge,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  where  he 
visited  the  main  places  of  interest.  He  was  to  the  summit  on  Mt.  Lowe, 
Calif.  Other  travels  were  to  Niagara  Falls  in  1884,  Washington,  D.  C., 
X.  Y;  City,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in  1916,  campmeeting  near  Bedford,  Pa., 
over  the  Allegheny  Mts.  in  1921.  Traveled  through  26  states  from  ocean 
to  ocean,  and  from  Tenn.,  to  Canada.  Was  in  one  R.  R.  wreck,  Feb.  12, 
1912,  without  being  hurt.

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Prof.  Hope  L.  Baumgartner 


I — Prof.  Hope  Leroy  Baumgartner,  Sixth  Generation,  New  Haven,  Conn., 

Yale  University. 

Hope  L.  was  horn  in  Rochester,  Inch,  Aug. 
6,  1891,  and  baptized  Mar.  17,  1892.  When 
eight  years  of  age  he  united  with  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Association  at  Elkhart,  lnd.  His  pub¬ 
lic  school  training  began  in  Port  Wayne,  lnd., 
and  was  continued  at  Wabash,  Elkhart  and 
Indianapolis,  I  tub  At  a  very  early  age  he 
manifested  an  inherent  passion  for  music  by 
making  toy  organs  out  of  toy  building  blocks, 
as  well  as  by  singing  and  attempting  to  make 
notes  on  paper.  At  the  age  of  five  he  began 
to  play  by  ear  and  improvise  at  the  reed  organ. 
One  little  tune  composed  about  the  age  of  seven,  and  written  out  by  his 
father,  was  sung  at  a  Children’s  Day  service  with  the  young  composer 
playing  the  accompaniment.  Lessons  on  the  reed  organ  were  begun  at 
Elkhart  at  the  age  of  nine.  These  were  followed  about  a  year  later  by 
lessons  on  the  piano.  From  1907  to  1913  he  studied  piano  and  theory  in 
the  Indianapolis  Conservatory  of  Music,  and  during  a  part  of  this  time 
studied  pipe  organ  privately  with  Charles  F.  Hansen,  and  gave  piano 
lessons  in  the  aforesaid  conservatory,  in  1913  he  entered  the  Music  School 
of  Yale  University,  where  he  studied  organ  with  Harry  B.  Jepson,  coun¬ 
terpoint  with  David  Stanley  Smith,  instrumentation  with  William  E. 
Haeschc,  and  composition  and  history  of  music  with  Horatio  Parker.  He 
graduated  in  1916.  During  his  course  in  Yale  he  won  a  $50  prize  in  organ 
playing,  and  a  $100  prize  in  composition,  the  prize  composition  being  the 
first  movement  of  a  symphony  for  orchestra. 


While  at  Indianapolis  he  served  as  organist  in  the  First  Evangelical 
and  Central  Christian  Churches;  at  New  Haven  he  was  organist  for  a 
short  time  in  the  college  chapel,  and  later  in  the  First  Methodist  Church. 
In  1916  he  took  the  position  of  organist  and  choirmaster  in  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Presbyterian  Church  of  Savannah.  Ga.,  where  he  remained  until 
the  time  of  the  World  War. 


While  awaiting  his  summons  to  military  duty,  he  began  to  study  the 
clarinet.  On  entering  the  service,  April  3.  1918,  he  was  sent  to  Fort 
Wiliams,  Me.,  where  he  was  assigned  to  duty  with  the  band.  Going 
overseas  with  the  72d  Regiment,  C.  A.  C.,  he  served  as  a  2d  clarinet  player 
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in  the  band  and  as  pianist  in  the  orchestra.  As  the  72d  Regiment  did  not 
get  into  action,  though  in  France  for  over  five  months  before  the  signing 
of  the  Armistice,  lie  received  no  scars  of  war  other  than  a  singed  legging, 
caused  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  another  man's  rifle  on  board  ship. 

Returning  to  the  United  States  in  April,  1919,  he  taught  piano  one 
summer  at  Indiana  University,  Bloomington.  Ind.  Meanwhile  he  received 
a  call  to  return  in  September  to  Yale  University  Music  School  as  assistant 
to  Profs.  Jepson  and  Smith.  After  one  year  in  this  work,  he  was. 
appointed  full-time  instructor  in  the  theory  of  music,  and  two  years  later 
being  advanced  to  an  assistant  professorship  in  this  department.  In 
addition  to  the  theoretical  subjects  usually  taught,  he  is  giving  a  special 
course  in  church  music  for  organists  and  choir  singers. 

While  teaching  in  Yale,  he  served  nine  months  as  organist  and  director 
in  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  of  Summit,  X.  J.,  later  going  to  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Xew  Haven,  and  after  that  to  the  United  Congre¬ 
gational  Church  of  this  city,  where  he  is  now  (1926)  serving.  During  this 
time  he  has  also  designed  a  number  of  organs  for  churches  in  various  cities. 
His  published  compositions  include  the  following:  a  song,  “Be  Strong" 
(Presser);  three  organ  pieces,  “Allegro  Marcato  in  D,”  “Berceuse  in  E,” 
and  “Easter  Morning”.  (White-Smith) ;  two  organ  pieces,  “Solemn  Pro¬ 
cession,”  and  “Idyll"  (Gray);  two  pieces  for  violin  and  piano,  “Romance” 
and  “Ballade"  (Carl  Fischer);  and  an  anthem,  “In  Him  We  Live”  (Dit- 
son).  The  last  was  awarded  the  prize  offered  by  the  American  Guild  of 
Organists  in  1924  for  the  best  anthem  submitted  in  a  national  competition. 
Compositions  in  manuscript  include  a  sonata  for  violin  and  piano,  a  sacred 
cantata,  a  suite  for  clarinet  and  harp,  various  songs,  organ  pieces,  piano 
pieces,  etc. 

On  Aug.  2,  1921,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Lila  Ruth  Braddock. 
of  Indianapolis,  the  ceremony  taking  place  in  the  Tuxedo  Baptist  Church, 
the  groom’s  father  officiating,  assisted  by  her  pastor.  Lila  B.  was  born 
Mar.  12,  1890,  Indianapolis,  lnd.  Her  father  is  a  descendant  of  Henry 
Braddock,  born  Nov.  25,  1777,  in  Essex,  Conn.  Her  mother,  Mary  Sales 
B.,  is  a  descendant  of  Roger  Williams  of  Rhode  Island,  founder  of  the 
Baptist  Church  in  America.  On  their  wedding  trip  east,  they  visited 
Niagara  Falls,  and  New  York  City.  Lila  was  a  successful  teacher  in  the 
public  schools  of  her  native  city,  where  she  taught  for  14  consecutive  years. 
In  this  city  she  received  most  of  her  educational  training,  graduating  from 
Shortridge  high  school  and  from  the  Indianapolis  Normal  Scltool  for 
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Teachers.  She  also  took  some  work  here  in  Butler  College,  and  wishing 
to  specialize  as  an  Art  teacher,  she  studied  one  term  here  in  the  J.  W. 
Herron  Institute,  and  spent  several  summers  studying  in  Chicago  Univer¬ 
sity.  She  united  with  the  Garden  Baptist  Church  in  Indianapolis  when 
12  years  old,  later  Tuxedo  Baptist  Church,  and  after  marriage  the  First 
Baptist  Church  in  New  Haven,  Conn. 

Lila  passed  to  her  heavenly  home  Xov.  13.  1926,  in  New  Haven,  Conn., 
where  her  husband  is  a  music  teacher  in  the  Yale  University  Music  School. 
Her  body  rests  in  the  Crown  Hill  Cemetery,  Indianapolis,  Inch 

G — Christina  Baumgartner,  Vance,  Fifth  Generation.  1861-1895. 

Christina  was  born  Aug.  5,  1861.  Her  education  was  limited  to  district 
school.  But  she  made  good  use  of  her  natural  talents.  She  was  converted 
to  God,  baptized  and  joined  the  Kvnngelica1  Association  when  ten  years 
old.  She  always  was  much  interested  in  ciuitch  allaiis.  She  possessed 
strong  winning  qualities,  was  cheerful,  industrious,  and  lived  a  consistent 
Christian  life.  She  took  a  prominent  part  in  S.  S.  work  and  local  \Y.  M.  S. 
affairs.  As  a  personal  worker  for  Christ  she  led  souls  to  Him.  For  many 
years  she  followed  gents  tailoring,  first  in  Elkhart,  then  in  Bluffton,  Ind. 
She  was  a  liberal  supporter  of  God’s  kingdom.  She  was  married  to  Dr. 
U.  S.  Vance,  then  of  Vera  Cruz.  Ind.,  Dec.,  1894.  Rev.  X.  J.  Platz  offici¬ 
ating.  Early  in  the  spring  she  contracted  a  serious  cold  and  other  com¬ 
plicated  ailments,  to  which,  after  intense  suffering,  she  succum.bed  Aug. 
14,  1895,  in  Vera  Cruz,  Ind. 

H — Sarah  Ann  Baumgartner,  Fifth  Generation. 

Sarah  A.  was  born  Oct.  6,  1865,  and  died  of  diphtheria  Oct.  14,  1878. 
She  had  a  rather  feeble  constitution,  but  was  a  bright  intellectual  girl  with 
a  strong  religious  nature.  She  was  converted  to  God,  baptized  and  joined 
the  Evangelical  Association  when  11  years  old.  She  departed  in  the  full 
assurance  of  eternal  life. 

I — Lucinda  Baumgartner,  Fifth  Generation. 

Lucinda  was  born  Dec.  24,  1867,  and  died  of  diphtheria  Aug.  28,  1878. 
She  was  a  robust  girl  full  of  activity,  but  suddenly  she  was  snatched  as  a 
flower  for  realms  above  with  this  testimony  to  comfort  the  bereft:  'We 
will  meet  again  in  Heaven.” 
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Matthias  Walty,  Fourth  Generation,  1826-1890. 

Matthias  was  horn  in  Bagisclnvand,  Lau- 
perswy 1,  Kmmenthal,  Canton  Bern,  Switzer¬ 
land,  Mar.  d,  1826.  He  obtained  a  fair  educa¬ 
tion.  in  18-16,  with  his  brothers  John  and 
Peter  and  sister  Yercna,  he  came  to  America. 
His  parents,  fearing  for  hi>  welfare,  gave 
v  Verena  special  charge  over  him.  He  was  yet 

young  and  gay.  Arriving  in  Xew  York,  some¬ 
how,  he  gave  her  the  “slip”,  and  he  could  not 
.be  found  anywhere,  and  Verona  was  obliged 
to  leave  \ev  York  with  her  other  brothers  for 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  without  him.  They,  how¬ 
ever.  surmised  that  he  might  have  gone  on  with  other  immigrants  to  this 
place.  On  arriving  at  Cle\ eland  they  found  him  here.  After  arriving  at 
Bluflfton,  Ohio,  he,  with  the  rest  remained  there  for  a  short  while.  Later 
he  went  to  Fort  Wayne.  Ind.,  whete  he  engaged  in  carpenter  work.  Being 
of  a  roving  disposition  he  for  several  years  was  entirely  lost  to  his  people, 
but  again  re-appeared  at  the  home  of  his  sister  Verena  Baumgartner,  near 
\  era  Cruz,  Ind.,  having  lived  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  He  was  married  to  a  Miss 
Souvan  in  1850  and  resided  in  P't.  Wayne.  She  died  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind., 
about  1865.  He  was  married  a  second  time  to  a  minister’s  widow,  Mrs. 
Lucy  Crittenden,  (nee  Leland).  He  then  moved  to  Buffalo,  X.  Y.,  where 
this  woman  died.  Time  of  this  marriage  and  her  death  is  unknown.  He 
was  married  a  third  time  to  a  Miss  Rowley  in  Buffalo,  wlu.se  home  was 
in  Rochester,  XT.  Y.,  about  1882.  Soon  after  this  marriage  he  moved  to 
Brooklyn,  X.  Y.  He  was  then  known  as  Dr.  Walty.  He  died  in  Brooklyn 
in  1890,  and  his  body  was  interred  at  Rochester.  X.  Y..  her  former  home. 
They  had  no  children.  In  Buffalo  he  worked  in  a  factory  until  he  took 
up  some  sort  of  rubber  pump  treatments,  which  he  gave  people  for  certain 
ailments,  with  considerable  success.  He  had  a  small  hospital  in  Buffalo. 
With  his  first  wife  lie  appears  to  have  had  three  children,  namely: 


A — Henry  B.  Walty,  Fifth  Generation,  Salesman,  1852-1925. 


Henry  was  born  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Aug.  20,  1852.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  Buffalo,  X.  Y.,  where  he  grew  to  manhood.  He  was  married  to 
Ida  M.  DeKlyn,  Dec.  22,  1875,  and  with  her  joined  the  River  Side  M.  K. 
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Church  in  Buffalo.  Here  he  served  as  an  official  and  teacher  of  a  Bible 
class  and  sercretary  of  the  Temperance  League.  He  was  a  salesman  by 
profession,  hie  went  to  his  reward 'July  9,  1925.  To  them  were  born  in 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.: 

I — Percy  D.  Walty,  Sixth  Generation,  Toronto,  Canada,  Fruit  Co.  Mgr. 

Percy  D.  entered  this  life  Aug.  22,  1879.  He  obtained  a  good  educa¬ 
tion.  He  lives  in  Toronto,  Canada,  where  he  is  manager  of  the  United 
Fruit  Co.,  of  New  York  City.

He  is  now  engaged  as  foreman  of  the  DuPont  Fibersilk  Co.,  in 
Buffalo.  He  was  baptized  as  a  child  in  1886,  and  later  became  a  member  of 
the  River  Side  M.  E.  Church.  For  some  time  he  lived  in  Harrisburg,  Pa. 
Here  he  had  been  engaged  as  R.  I\.  United  Fruit  Co.  inspector.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Flora  Moyer  in  1914,  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.

Nothing  further  heard. 

V — Grace  Walty,  Sixth  Generation. 

Grace  was  born  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  She  never  was  married  and  died 
at  the  age  of  24  years. 

B — Elizabeth  Walty,  Cook,  Fifth  Generation. 

Elizabeth,  commonly  called  Lizzie,  was  born  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  about 
1855.  She  attended  the  Buffalo  schools.  She  married  a  Mr.  Cook,  who 
was  a  Civil  War  \eteran.  He  was  about  25  years  her  senior.  They  have 
two  children:

Samuel  was  bom  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  1859.  He  was  married  to 
Emma  Lane.  They  had  two  children,  a  son  Matthias,  who  died  in  infancy: 
and  a  daughter  Macy,  who  grew  to  womankind  and  married.  Person  and 
time  not  known.  He  was  married  a  second  time  to  a  Roman  Catholic 
woman,  and  to  please  her  he  also  joined  her  church.  They  had  several 
children  together.  He  was  a  machinist  by  trade.  He  was  run  down  and 
instantly  killed  by  an  interurban  traction  car,  16  years  ago,  or  in  1909.  He 
seems  to  have  kept  away  from  the  rest  of  the  family.  After  his  mother’s 
death  he  lived  one  year  with  his  aunt,  Yerena  Baumgartner,  French  Tp., 
Adams  Co.,  Ind.  He  was  rather  wild  in  his  youthful  days. 
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Fredrick  Welty,  Fourth  Generation,  1831-1910. 
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Fredrick  was  born  in  Bagischwand,  Lauperswyl,  Emmcnthal,  Canton 
Bern,  Switzerland,  Fe,b.  3,  1831.  He  obtained  a  fair  education.  His  par¬ 
ents  reared  him  in  the  faith  of  the  Mennonite  Church,  which  he  joined  as 
a  young  man  and  remained  true  to  her  until  his  demise,  Sept.  28,  1910. 
In  1855  with  his  parents  he  came  to  America,  settling  in  Putnam  Co., 
Ohio,  near  Pandora.  He  was  married  to  Katharina  Steiner,  Sept.  4,  1856. 
She  was  horn  in  Alsace,  Lothringen,  June  5,  1833.  She  was  two  years  old 
when  her  parents  and  grandparents  came  to  America  in  1835.  Her  father’s 
name  was  John  F.,  whose  father  was  the  first  bishop  of  the  Mennonite 
Church  in  Allen  and  Putnam  Counties,  Ohio.  Her  brother  became  bishop 
after  grandfather’s  death.  The  word  “bishop”  in  the  early  Mennonite 
Church  stood  for  authority,  and  his  word  was  law  and  gospel  for  the 
churches  he  served.  No  one  would  think  of  disputing  their  word.  The 
bishop  was  the  actual  head  of  the  church.  The  members  believed  that 
when  he  spoke  it  was  under  divine  inspiration. 

After  marriage  F.  moved  south  of  Bluffton,  Ohio,  on  the  Michael 
Herr  farm,  residing  there  until  1866,  when  they  sold  the  farm.  He  then 
made  a  prospective  tour  to  Missouri,  then  a  very  new  country.  But  the 
unsettled  condition  there  did  not  appeal  sufficiently  strong  to  him  to  buy 
land  and  move  his  family  there.  Returning  home  in  the  spring  of  1867, 
he  bought  a  farm  four  miles  north  of  Blufl'ton,  Ohio,  which  remained  their 
residence  to  their  end.  Strenuous  toil,  patience  and  economy  were  pre¬ 
requisites  to  establish  themselves  comfortably.  They  experienced  the 
hardships  of  early  pioneer  life,  which  the  present  generation  cannot  fully 
grasp  and  appreciate.  It  was  toiling,  toiling,  from  early  morning  until 
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often  late  into  the  night,  for  .both  of  them.  Land  had  to  he  cleared, 
fences  built,  fields  had  to  he  drained  by  surface  and  underground  drainage, 
plowing  stumpy  ground,  blasting  stumps,  or  otherwise  uproot  them, 
planting  crops,  cultivating  with  single  cultivators,  mowing  grass  with 
scythes,  scattering  the  grass  to  dry,  rake  it  together  by  hand,  load  it  and 
unload  it  with  hand  forks,  cradling  rye,  wheat,  oats,  bind  it  by  hand,  and 
sometimes  flail  out  the  wheat,  or  tramp  it  out,  and  clean  it  with  the  little 
windmill,  and  a  hundred  other  duties  and  details  were  the  yearly  routine 
of  work.  Xo  sitting  at  work,  hut  walk,  walk,  walk  all  day  long.  And  for 
her  the  drudgery  of  housework,  gardening,  poultry  raising,  making  butter 
and  cheese,  wash  ami  mend  clothes,  spin  wool  and  flax,  knit  and  darn,  etc., 
etc.,  required  strenuous  effort,  watchfulness  and  patience,  often  using  up 
ever}'  ounce  of  her  strength.  Yes,  and  for  a  real  “delicatessen ”,  in  winter 
seasons,  ample  provisions  had  to  he  made  for  a  good  supply  of  mush, 
cornbread,  sauerkraut  and  speck.  (My,  it  makes  one  think  of  “dem  good 
old  days,  in  the  old  little  log  cabins  wat  cherry  body  enjoyed.”) 


Both  Fredrick  and  his  wife  were  highly  respected  members  of  the 
Mennonitc  Church,  and  of  the  citizens  in  the  vicinity  of  their  activities. 
His  last  years  were  years  of  ailments  and  gradual  decline  as  life’s  evening 
shadows  came  upon  him,  but  he  remained  conscious  to  the  end.  His 
funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Kbenczer  Mennonitc  Church,  Saturday 
afternoon,  with  Revs.  Gottshall  and  C.  Zimmerly  officiating.  The  church 
esteemed  him  highly,  though  he  never  filled  official  positions  in  the  church. 
Several  years  prior  to  his  death  he  retired  from  active  farm  work  and 
devoted  himself  to  “bee  culture”,  an  industry  in  which  he  was  proficient 
and  which  afforded  him  great  satisfaction.  He  characterized  his  life  with 
good  habits,  noble  aspirations,  and  consistent  Christian  life.  He  always 
aimed  to  raise  his  family  according  to  the  Bible  standard.  He  tried  to 
make  it  possible,  especially  for  the  boys,  to  obtain  a  good  education,  and 
succeeded;  for  they  are  all  filling  prominent  positions  in  life  along  different 
lines  of  activities,  achieving  laudable  success. 

In  1896  he  made  a  trip  to  Switzerland,  his  native  home,  which  he 
greatly  enjoyed  and  thankfully  appreciated.  In  1906  together  they  cele¬ 
brated  their  golden  wedding  anniversary,  at  which  all  their  living,  children 
were  present  with  many  relatives  and  friends.  He  was  survived  by  12 
children,  55  grandchildren,  and  though  widely  scattered  they  were  all  at 
his  funeral  except  Win.  F.,  living  in  New  Mexico.  Mrs.  \Y.  died  in  1913. 
Her  death  was  superinduced  by  a  fall,  .breaking  a  hip.  She  lived  about  a 
year  after  this  accident.  She  was  an  inspiration  to  her  family,  and  to  those

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in  her  neighborhood,  and  to  the  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  because  of  her 
oft  expressed  hope  of  a  future  life  of  bliss  and  glory.  She  bore  her 
sufferings  with  patience  and  resignations  until  death  relieved  her.

l’ROF.  WILLIAM  WELTY 


Win.  F.  was  horn  on  a  farm  near 
Bluffton,  Ohio,  March  26,  1859. 
Due  to  his  mother’s  teaching,  the 
impression  that  he  must  serve  hu¬ 
manity  came  early  in  his  boyhood. 
He  grew  up  on  the  farm,  where  he 
had  the  opportunity  to  “dull”  his 
father’s  carpenter  and  blacksmith 
tools.  His  ingenuity  led  him  to 
attempt  many  things.  The  early 
impressions  grew  stronger.  At  the 
age  of  13,  he  determined  to  fit  him¬ 
self  for  the  ministry  or  a  teacher. 
To  aid  boys  and  girls  to  lead  an 
ambitious  life  became  the  one 
objective.  Being  the  oldest  at 
home  his  public  school  opportuni¬ 
ties  were  limited,  and  it  was  not 
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until  Aug.,  1878,  that  he  was  privileged  to  attend  Wadsworth  College.  This 
was  the  culmination  of  a  secret  cherished  desire  and  he  often  asked  God 
for  His  guiding  hand  in  directing  his  energies  to  secure  an  adequate 
education.  Spending  the  following  summer  on  the  farm,  he  entered 
Vermillion  Institute,  Hayesville,  Ohio.  Here  lie  worked  his  way  through 
school  and  studied  German  under  Prof,  van  der  Smissen,  formerly  of 
Wadsworth  College. 

He  opened  his  first  public  school  in  the  Black  Swamp  near  Miller 
City,  Ohio,  where  he  taught  for  three  terms  and  one  term  in  an  adjoining 
district.  This  was  followed  by  the  superintendency  of  the  Florida 
schools,  Florida,  Ohio.  Afterwards  a  school  of  two  terms  was  taught 
near  Defiance,  Ohio.  Realizing  the  boys'  needs  at  home,  he  taught  there 
for  three  winter  terms  and  several  spring  terms.  He  says,  “This  school 
made  a  lasting  impression  inasmuch  as  the  enrollment  was  82,  with  an 
attendance  a^  high  as  78  and  only  one  room.  English  and  German  classes 
were  heard,  and  rhetoric  and  algebra  after  school  hours  to  such  as  desired 
it.”  At  the  close  of  his  work  there  sixteen  pupils  passed  the  county  exam¬ 
ination  and  became  teachers. 

During  vacations,  if  not  at  manual  work,  he  attended  Fostoria 
Academy,  Columbus  Business  College,  and  Defiance  College,  respectively. 
In  the  fall  of  1886  he  entered  Hartsville  College,  Hartsville,  Ind.,  as  a 
student,  teaching  German  and  vocal  music,  at  the  same  time  specializing 
in  mathematics,  Latin,  and  Greek.  After  two  years,  he  became  first 

assistant  in  Watson  Seminary,  Ashley,  Mo.,  finishing  his  course  with  the 
degree  of  A.  B.  in  the  spring  of  1889.  In  the  fall  of  1889,  he  was  elected 
principal  of  Olney  Institute,  Olney,  Mo.,  where  he  organized  a  private 
school,  and  taught  for  three  years  with  more  than  usual  success.  He 
then  accepted  a  position  in  Hiram  and  Lydia  College,  Altus,  Arkansas, 
to  supervise  the  work  in  English,  German,  and  Greek  and  teaching 

vocal  music  and  band  instruments  after  school  hours.  At  the  close  of  the 
year,  the  principalship  of  Olney  Institute  was  again  tendered  him  at  an 
increased  salary,  the  presidency  of  Hiram  and  Lydia  College  and  that  of 
Greenwood  Normal  College  were  also  at  his  refusal.  The  last  was 
accepted.  During  the  year  he  visited  Siloam  Spring,  Arkansas,  a  health 
resort.  Here  he  found  an  enrollment  of  527  pupils  with  a  seating  capacity 
of  217  in  the  public  school.  This  seemed  to  be  an  ideal  place  to  establish 
a  private  school  and  take  charge  of  the  public  department. 

At  the  close  of  the  rear  at  Greenwood  he  came  to  Siloam  Springs, 

secured  12  lots  just  85  steps  above  the  springs,  on  a  nice  sloping  hill. 
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where  he  began  the  erection  of  a  seven-roomed  academy,  a  two-roomed 
cottage  and  t lie  following  year  built  a  hall  36x70  and  an  eight-roomed 
dwelling.  The  courses  led  to  the  regular  Collegiate  Department  with  a 
Teachers’  Course  and  Conservatory  of  Music.  The  school  was  accredited 
and  reached  an  enrollment  of  142  besides  the  public  department.  After 
several  years’  work  as  a  “self-help”  school  for  such  as  needed  means,  he 
rented  the  buildings  to  some  who  wished  to  .build  a  greater  school  and 
accepted  the  superintendency  of  the  Cove,  Arkansas,  school,  where  he 
taught  for  three  years.  After  a  year  he  was  unanimously  elected  to 
return  to  Siloam  Springs,  which  place  was  tendered  him  the  third  time, 
but  as  the  salary  was  better  he  remained  at  Cove.  Then  followed  the 
superintendency  of  the  Locksburg  schools,  and  lastly  Booneville,  where  he 
superintended  the  schools  for  three  years  before  he  accepted  a  position  in 
the  State  University  to  teach  mathematics.  Here  lie  enrolled  272  students 
in  his  classes  out  of  nearly  1200  in  attendance  at  the  university.  After  the 
beginning  of  the  second  year  at  this  place  it  became  apparent  that  he  had 
to  move  to  New  Mexico  for  the  sake  of  the  climate.  After  some  corres¬ 
pondence  he  found  that  there  was  a  college  just  in  the  forming  at  Cumber¬ 
land,  New  Mexico,  that  needed  help  to  organize  and  lay  a  foundation  for 
its  beginning.  The  company  who  were  in  charge  of  the  matter  had  a 
townsite  and  were  selling  lots.  Land  was  also  secured  for  a  college  site 
and  laid  off  into  lots  which  were  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  college. 
In  the  first  place  a  church  building  was  erected  which  was  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes  till  the  proposed  college  could  be  built.  After  taking  care 
of  the  school  work  for  three  years,  it  became  apparent  on  account  of  the 
speculative  mind  of  the  founders,  the  drought,  and  the  World  War,  that 
the  college  could  not  be  built,  and  was  therefore  discontinued  for  the  time 
awaiting  the  readjustments  of  the  World  War,  etc.  The  drought  which 
lasted  for  three  years  and  the  call  for  persons  to  serve  in  the  war  had 
reduced  the  population  over  90%.  The  orchard  of  70  acres,  which  was 
planted  to  give  students  work  had  to  be  abandoned. 

For  the  time  being  it  was  thought  best  to  engage  in  dairying  and  grow 
Jersey  stock.  The  herd  at  one  time  numbered  over  70  head  and  has  proven 
very  satisfactory  under  the  circumstances.  In  1917  he  was  appointed 
postmaster,  which  place  (1926)  he  still  holds.  He  was  always  busy  during 
vacations.  At  Watson  Seminary  money  was  raised  and  a  hall  36x70  was 
.built.  At  Gluey  a  two-roomed  building  was  erected  for  music  and  art. 
At  Booneville  money  was  raised  for  a  Presbyterian  Church.  He  did  the 
architectural  work  and  built  it.  He  built  the  buildings  at  Siloam  Springs, 
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largely  with  student  labor.  A  church  and  manse  were  built  at  Cumber¬ 
land.  In  all  eight  buildings  were  built  during  his  33  years  of  teaching. 
Always  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand,  he  was  appointed  crop  reporter  by 
the  government  for  the  Agricultural  Department  at  Washington  in  1911, 
still  making  reports.  In  1916  he  was  appointed  artesian  well  inspector  of 
the  Pecos  Valley  and  did  work  with  the  Geodetic  Department  at  Wash¬ 
ington  to  ascertain  the  source  of  the  artesian  water  of  the  valley. 

He  has  several  patents  to  his  credit.  The  best  are  a  device  to  present 
objects  to  the  pupils  to  practice  concentration  of  the  mind,  and  a  farm 
gate  that  is  opened  ami  closed  automatically  .by  a  controlling  hinge.  As  a 
solicitor  and  organizer  he  has  had  marked  success.  In  Olney  five  factions 
were  united  and  all  supported  the  school.  He  probably  raised  90%  of  the 
money  for  public  buildings  he  built  and  often  secured  money  and  endorse¬ 
ments  when  it  was  thought  impossible. 

Wherever  his  lot  was  cast,  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  religious 
work,  resulting  in  working  with  1-4  denominations  and  scores  of  ministers. 
In  meetings  he  generally  took  charge  of  music.  In  Olney  a  seven  weeks’ 
meeting  resulted  in  107  converts,  at  Greenwood,  105  was  the  result  of  the 
work  of  five  weeks.  This  meeting  was  held  at  the  close  of  the  school  year 
and  five  gave  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  One  of  the  last 
problems  to  be  solved  before  beginning  his  career  in  the  schoolroom  was, 
“How  shall  I  open  my  school  to  give  the  best  results  to  humanity?”  After 
a  brief  consideration,  it  was  concluded  that  the  schools  should  be  opened 
with  songs,  reading  of  the  Ilible,  and  prayer.  Never,  during  the  33  years’ 
teaching,  in  public  or  private  schools  was  this  feature  omitted  and  the  202 
teachers  that  worked  with  and  for  him  did  the  same  thing  and  only  one 
did  it  under  protest.  He  invariably  became  superintendent  of  a  Sunday 
School,  where  he  taught,  was  usually  a  member  of  the  church  session  and 
often  clerk  of  it.  During  the  union  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  he  was  elected  moderator 
of  the  Ft.  Smith  Presbytery  and  lent  his  hand  for  the  union.  One  year, 
in  addition  to  his  work,  he  was  field  secretary  of  the  Christian  Endeavor 
of  Arkansas,  and  at  another  time  he  traveled  in  the  Endowment  interest 
of  Arkansas  Cumberland  College.  He  always  worked  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
when  opportunity  afforded. 

Having  to  work  his  way  through  school,  he  determined  to  aid  such 
students  with  the  result  that  none  were  turned  away  for  the  want  of  means 
to  pay,  but  work  was  generally  found  for  such,  with  the  understanding 
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that  the  difference  should  he  paid  when  they  could.  Thirteen  boys  and 
girls  were  taken  into  their  home  and  educated,  some  of  whom  now  hold  the 
very  best  positions.  He  is  doing  home  mission  work  at  this  place. 

Emily  Amelia  Gaylord  Welty, 
his  wife,  was  born  ai  Hoylton,  Ill., 
Apr.  17,  1872.  They  were  married 
June  12,  1895,  at  Sandoval,  Ill.  Her 
English  ancestors,  the  Gaylords 
and  Cowles,  came  to  this  country  in 
1630  and  1655  because  of  religious 
persecution  in  England.  The  an¬ 
cient  ruins  of  the  Gaylord  Castle 
are  still  discernable  on  the  Thames 
Riv^*-  Her  parents  moved  to  San¬ 
doval,  111.,  and  bought  a  farm 
adjoining  the  town  where  she  spent 
most  of  her  childhood.  Later  the 
family  moved  to  Nebraska,  but 
after  nine  years'  sojourn  returned  to 
their  former  home  in  Illinois,  and 
went  into  the  lumber  business. 

She  attended  Done  College.  Nebr.,  and  later  graduated  from  Fairfield 
College  with  an  A.  P>.  degree.  She  studied  music,  art,  and  expression  in 
college  and  under  excellent  private  teachers,  and  has  taught  in  schools  and 
privately  for  18  years.  The  past  three  summers  she  studied  music  and 
art  attending  the  American  Institute  of  Normal  Methods,  an  Extension  of 
the  Northwestern  University  at  Evanston,  Ill.,  and  Chicago  Musical 
College,  where  she  took  special  courses  and  was  granted  a  teacher’s 
certificate. 

She  is  an  artist  member  of  the  State  Fedor  .tion  of  Music  Clubs  and 
some  of  her  compositions  appeared  on  the  programs  at  the  state  meeting. 
Several  of  her  piano  and  vocal  compositions  have  been  published  and 
others  will  be  in  the  near  future.  At  present  she  has  large  classes  in 
piano  and  expression. 


MRS.  WILLIAM  WKLTY 
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I — Lester  W.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Dist.  Agt.,  Clinton,  Iowa. 


Lester  \V.  was  born  Aug. 
15,  1S96,  at  Siloam  Springs, 
Ark.  He  won  in  the  high 
school  oratorical  contest  in 
1913.  He  graduated  from 
the  Roswell  high  school,  N. 
Mex.,  June,  1914.  In  1914- 
lb  he  taught  school  in  New 
Mexico;  Sales,  Ill.;  \Yis., 
Minn.,  and  Iowa.  Then  he 
entered  Knox  College, 
Galesburg,  Ill.,  where  he 
graduated  in  1920  with  a  B.  S.  degree.  Then  he  entered  the  services  oi  ihe 
Mass.  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.,  located  in  Clinton,  la.  When  a  child  he  was 
baptized,  Aug.,  1897,  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  Ark.  He 
joined  this  denomination  in  1905  at  Boonville,  Ark.  In  1918  he  joined  the 
Congregational  Church  at  Galesburg,  Ill.,  and  in  1921  transferred  to  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  at  Clinton,  where  he  now  is  a  deacon,  and  has 
served  as  S.  S.  teacher  since  1920.  He  has  been  Pres,  of  the  Y.  P.  Society, 
belongs  to  the  choir  and  quartette  of  the  church  as  tenor  singer.  In 
1919-20  he  was  a  member  of  the  Knox  College  Glee  Club  and  was  active 
in  debating  and  forensics.  He,  too,  was  a  member  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and 
Gospel-team  work,  while  at  College.  After  several  rejections  for  regular 
army  and  navy  services  due  to  near-sightedness,  he  was  accepted  Aug., 
1918,  for  U.  S.  Military  Training  Detachment  at  Mesillo  Park,  X.  M.  In 
Nov.  he  was  billed  for  Artillery  Central  Officers’  Training  Camp,  Louis¬ 
ville,  Ky.,  when  the  war  ended  and  he  was  discharged  in  Dec.,  1918. 

On  June  1,  1921,  he  married  Helen  B.  Graham.  She  was  born  at 
South  Edgewood  Farm,  Denver,  Ill.,  Sept.  20,  1897.  She  graduated  from 
high  school  at  Carthage,  Ill.,  in  1915.  During  the  World  War  she  was 
community  song  director.  In  1919  she  graduated  from  Knox  College  with 
an  A.  B.  degree,  and  also  from  its  Conservatory  of  Music.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  quartette,  and  soprano  soloist,  of  Central  Congregational 
Church  in  1918-19.  In  the  Conservatory  she  was  a  student  instructor  in 
voice  in  1919,  and  of  Romance  Language,  Lincoln  College,  Lincoln,  111., 
1919-20.  She  is  now  an  active  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Clinton,  la.  Here  was  born  to  them: 

1 — Charles  Win,  Oct.  11,  1925,  Seventh  Generation. 
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II — Holis  Gaylord  was  born  Feb.  2,  1900,  and  died  Feb.  9,  1902. 

D — Rev.  Adam  D.  Welty,  Fifth  Generation,  Mission  Snpt.,  Lima,  Ohio. 

Adam  D.  was  born  July  3,  180>0.  After 
completing  country  school  he  took  a  term 
of  Normal  work  at  Ada,  Ohio,  and  a  term 
at  Angola,  Ind.  Then  he  taught  school 
near  at  home.  He  was  baptized  March, 
1893,  and  joined  the  Missionary  Alliance 
Church  in  Bluffton,  Ohio,  where  he  served 
as  trustee,  deacon,  elder,  S.  S.  Supt.,  and 
teacher  and  did  rescue  work,  which  led  up 
to  his  present  work.  Fora  help  meet  in  life's 
work  he  married  Miriam  Steiner  of  Bluff- 
ton,  Ohio,  Apr.  8,  1891.  She  was  born 
Nov.  12,  1870.  She  had  a  common  school 
education.  Prior  to  marriage,  both  yielded 
their  lives  to  God  for  service  as  He  might 
direct.  In  1892  they  were  called  to  Berne,  Tnd.,  to  assist  J.  A.  Sprunger  in 
his  orphanage  work.  For  three  years  they  labored  here  with  no  fixed 
salary.  He  taught  school  and  looked  after  the  boys,  and  she  cared  for  the 
babies.  Then  for  a  year  lie  was  in  the  grocery  business,  trying  to  evade 
the  call  of  God,  but  soon  discovered  that  he  was  not  doing  God’s  will. 
1  hen  he  prayed  for  a  buyer  of  his  business.  A  few  days  later  a  man  came 
and  made  him  an  acceptable  offer;  the  sale  was  consummated,  and,  as  he 
delivered  the  store  key  to  the  .buyer,  a  great  joy  came  ever  him. 

That  he  might  do  better  Gospel  work  he  spent  in  1895  a  term  in  the 
Chicago  Moody  Bible  Institute.  They  then  moved  to  Bluffton,  Ohio, 
where  for  nearly  two  years  he  attended  Bethany  Bible  School.  Dec.  5. 
1899,  they  moved  to  South  Lima,  Ohio,  among  the  poorest  of  the  poor 
and  took  charge  of  a  small  Sunday  School  in  a  two-room  shack.  No 
guaranteed  salary  was  offered  them,  yet  thc\  continued  here  for  seven 
years  with  .  ;  ccrr  testings  oi  their  faith,  but  God  provided.  Souls  were 
converted  and  gathered  into  a  small  group  which  was  the  start  of  a  vital 
religious  work  that  grew  into  the  present  proportion.  (See  below).  At 
times  they  only  had  bread  and  butter  to  give  for  supper  to  their  children. 
Their  clothing  for  some  years  were  donated  by  friends  of  the  mission, 
which  Mrs.  Welty  made  over  for  them.  Being  a  good  household  manager 
she  made  it  possible  to  live  on  a  very  meager  income.  With  devotion  to 
their  mission,  and  courage  and  faith  that  God  honored,  they  cared  for  many 
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poor  and  outcasts.  This  tender  plant  outgrew  its  capacity.  Arrangements 
to  build  a  church,  though  no  money  was  on  hand,  was  made  among  them. 
A  collection  was  taken,  netting  $.39.50.  Business  men  were  told  of  this 
effort  and  they  contributed  enough  to  buy  a  building  site  on  Third  Street. 
Welty  removed  his  coat,  dug  the  trenches,  .built  the  foundation,  and  the 
Lima  Locomotive  Works  donated  the  building  material.  Finishing  lumber 
was  bought  on  credit.  Cheesecloth  was  tacked  over  the  window  openings. 
Plasterers  plastered  the  church  for  $20.00,  and  in  a  few  months  it  was 
ready  for  service.  Business  men  paid  the  debt. 

On  Nov.  1,  1906  they  moved  into  new  quarters  at  207  E.  North  St., 
where  real  work  for  God  was  begun  among  the  needy.  The  second  night 
two  drunkards  came  to  this  mission,  thinking  it  was  a  drunkards’  resort. 
In  surprise  they  asked,  "W  hat  does  this  mean?"  In  loving  kindness  they 
were  told  of  the  change,  and  gave  them  a  Gospel  story.  Again  thev  asked, 
“Will  you  do  this  kind  of  work  in  this  slum  district  of  Lima?”  These  men 
were  saved  and  later  died,  having,  per  testimony,  remained  true  to  God 
to  the  end. 

In  the  midst  of  this  work  Mrs.  Welty  died  Feb.  26,  1909.  Prior  to  her 
demise  she  admonished  her  children  to  be  true  to  God,  then  said,  “I  am 
now  ready.  I  am  washed  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb”,  and  passed  away 
triumphantly.  Though  being  left  with  five  children  lie  kept  the  mission 
going.  This  was  a  great  task.  But  God  and  the  children  helped  him.  On 
June  29,  1911,  he  was  married  again,  to  Emma  Klay,  who  took  an  active 
part  in  this  work  besides  mothering  the  children.  Again  the  Lord  laid  it 
upon  their  hearts  to  provide  a  commodious  and  modern  building  in  a  more 
suitable  place  for  more  effective  and  efficient  work.  After  much  prayer, 
the  corner  lot  on  Wayne  and  Central  Avenues  was  bought  for  $5,555.00  to 
be  paid  in  six  months.  On  May  1,  1914,  Mrs.  Welty’s  $200.00  saved  from 
her  boarding  money,  was  applied  for  first  payment  on  this  lot.  By 
solicitations  and  voluntary  gifts  from  business  men  the  lot  was  paid  for  in 
18  months,  and  a  clear  title  was  obtained  Nov.  18,  1915.  In  March,  1916, 
with  $400.00  on  hand,  excavation  began.  Prominent  business  men  at  the 
Board  of  Commerce  raised  $4,000.00  for  the  superstructure.  When  the 
four-story  building  was  finished  a  $28,000.00  debt  faced  them.  Mrs.  W. 
took  charge  of  the  feeding  and  caring  of  the  transients,  while  he  went 
forth  to  raise  money  in  towns,  cities  and  country  churches  in  which  he 
succeeded  admirably.  He  said,  “Without  Mrs.  Welty’s  sturdy  character, 
•counsel  and  economy,  building  this  fine  structure  could  never  have  been 
accomplished.”  It  stands  as  a  monument  of  their  faith  in  God.  There  art- 
now  in  this  mission,  400  to  500  persons  applying  for  help  every  month. 
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Samples  of  the  work  done  here:  A  young  man  that  was  rescued  from  the 
depths  of  sin  has  since  become  a  prominent  business  man  in  the  West.  A 
brother  to  him  is  now  a  missionary  in  Africa.  Another,  Rev.  D.  R. 
Plunkett,  is  now  in  the  evangelistic  work. 

Mr.  Welty’s  children  are  these: 

I — Glen  Valentine  Welty,  Sixth  Generation. 

Glen  V'.  was  born  Feb.  14,  1892,  at  Pandora,  Ohio,  and  died  at  Orrville, 
Ohio,  Mar.  29,  1893. 

II —  Sylvanus  Roy  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  Attorney. 

Sylvanus  R.  was  born  at  Bluffton,  Ohio,  Aug.  1,  1893.  lie  graduated 
from  the  Lima  high  school,  and  from  Wilson  Academy  in  1914,  and  from 
Bluffton  College  in  1917  with  an  A.  B.  degree.  The*?  he  entered  Princeton 
1  heological  Seminary,  N.  J.,  then  McCormick  Seminary  in  Chicago,  Ill., 
where  he  graduated  in  1920  with  a  B.  D.  degree.  Then  for  one  and  one- 
half  years  he  preached  in  Buchanan,  Mich.,  and  served  two  and  one-half 
years  as  church  executive  in  Michigan,  Ohio  and  Kentucky.  Then  he 
attended  the  Ohio  Northern  Law  School  at  Ada,  Ohio.  He  is  now 
practicing  law  and  is  interested  in  Republican  politics  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 
He  was  baptized  in  1905  and  received  into  the  Christian  Missionary  Alli¬ 
ance  Church  in  Lima,  Ohio.  But  later  transferred  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  took  military  training  in  Princeton,  R.  O.  T.  C.  He  has  been 
to  Saskatchewan,  Canada;  in  Idaho  and  Kentucky.  He  is  unmarried. 

III —  Frederick  Arthur  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Teacher,  Lima,  Ohio. 

Frederick  A.  was  born  in  Berne,  Ind.,  Mar.  15,  1896.  Fie  graduated 
from  the  Lima  high  school  in  1917,  and  from  Bluffton  College  in  1922. 
Then  he  taught  school  three  years,  first  in  Illinois  and  now  in  Lima,  Ohio. 
No  church  affiliation  is  given,  but  he  has  been  a  solo  singer  in  Lima 
churches  the  last  three  years.  In  the  World  War  he  received  his  training 
at  Camp  Grant,  Rockford,  Ill.  He  ranked  as  Corporal  in  the  Air  Service. 
He  was  not  overseas;  was  discharged  Jan.  1,  1919.  While  at  college  he 
belonged  to  the  College  Glee  Club,  and  with  it  traveled  from  coast  to  coast 
in  the  summer  of  1922.  He  is  single. 

IV — Ruth  Elizabeth  Welty,  Churchill,  Sixth  Generation,  Lima,  Ohio. 

Ruth  E.  entered  life  in  Lima,  Ohio,  Aug.  3,  1900.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Lima  high  school.  She  spent  18  months  in  Bluffton  College,  then 
taught  school  for  three  years.  She  is  gifted  in  music  and  plays  the  piano 
beautifully.  She  belongs  to  the  M.  E.  Church  in  Lima.  She  married 
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Chester  Anderson  Churchill,  Nov.  23,  1921,  at  Lima.  He  was  Lorn  Sept. 
20,  189S,  and  graduated  from  Lima  high  school.  Then  he  took  a  course  in 
Ohio  State  University.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Churchill-Enck  Construc¬ 
tion  Co.,  road  builders.  They  live  in  Lima,  Ohio. 

V — Paul  David  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Lima,  Ohio. 

Paul  D.  was  born  in  Lima,  Ohio,  July  31,  1902.  When  in  the  eighth 
grade  in  the  Lima  public  school  his  health  failed  and  he  was  compelled  to 
cease  school  work.  He  is  now  helping  in  mission  work  at  the  Rescue 
Home.  He  was  baptized  in  1909. 

VI — Katharine  Ann  Welty,  Mrs.  Rev.  C.  W.  Jones,  Sixth  Generation, 

Chicago,  111. 

Katharine  A.  was  born  in  Lima.  Ohio.  27,  1904.  She  graduated 

in  the  Lima  high  school,  then  attended  one  year  Wooster  University. 
Wooster,  Ohio,  and  one  year  at  Xyack  Bible  Institute,  X.  V.  Then  for  a 
time  she  taught  public  school,  then  was  a  stenographer,  now  a  house¬ 
keeper.  She  received  Christian  baptism  when  six  years  old  and  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Christian  Missionary  Alliance  Church  in  Lima.  She  made  a 
pleasure  trip  through  eastern  U.  S.  She  was  married  to  Clarence  W.  Jones. 
Aug.  2,  1924,  in  Lima.  He  was  born  Dec.  15,  1900,  and  is  of  English 
lineage.  He  is  a  minister.  They  live  at  825  Barry  Ave.,  Chicago,  Ill. 
To  them  was  born:

Marcella  was  born  in  Lima,  Ohio,  Dec.  9,  1912.  She  is  now  in  school.

Kenneth  A.  was  .born  in  Lima,  Ohio,  Aug.  23,  1917,  and  is  now  in 
school. 

IX — James  Clay  Welty,  Sixth  Generation. 

James  C.  entered  life  in  Lima,  Ohio,  Dec.  15,  1920,  and  is  in  school. 

F — Andrew  J.  Welty,  Fifth  Generation,  Farmer,  Apple  Creek,  Ohio. 

Andrew  J.  was  admitted  to  this  world  near  Bluffton,  Allen  Co.,  Ohio, 
Jan.  9,  1862.  He  had  a  twin  sister  Caroline.  After  finishing  district  school, 
he  went  one  year  to  the  Fri-State  College,  Angola,  Ind.  Then  he 
launched  out  in  farming  and  dairy  work  which  he  has  now  continued  suc¬ 
cessfully  38  years,  near  Apple  Creek,  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio.  He  received 
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Christian  baptism  and  admission  to  the  Mennonite  Church  near  Bluffton, 
Ohio,  Mar.  26,  1880.  After  marriage  he  transferred  his  church  membership 
to  the  Salem  Mennonite  Church  in  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio.  In  1918,  during  the 
“World  War”,  being  a  loyal  citizen  of  the  United  States,  he  felt  duty-bound 
to  let  liis  sons  enlist  for  military  service  in  the  U.  S.  army.  His  church  being 
defenseless  in  their  attitude  to  war,  he  was  censured  by  some  of  its  leaders, 
for  consenting  to  his  son’s  enlistment.  To  help  his  church  out  of  a 
dilemma  on  this  matter,  he  peaceably  withdrew  with  his  family,  trom  the 
Mennonite  fold,  and  united  by  letter  with  the  Reformed  Church  at  Apple 
Creek,  Ohio.  It  was  a  matter  of  conscience,  and  loyalty  to  the  U.  S.,  that 
impelled  him  to  take  this  step.  He  had  served  the  Mennonite  Church 
loyally  and  consistently  as  an  elder  for  12  years,  and  as  a  S.  S.  teacher  for 
20  years.  To  sever  from  this  church,  in  which  lie  was  born  and  raised, 
and.  which  he  loved,  and  applied  much  energy  and  time  in  its  temporal  and 
spiritual  welfare,  was  not  delightsome,  but  gave  him  inward  pangs  and 
regrets;  but  once  persuaded  that  his  course  was  right,  nothing  could  deter 
him  from  rendering  obedience  to  a  known  duty.  He  has  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  bis  fellowmen  in  and  out  of  the  church.  On  Jan.  6,  1887,  he 
married  Mary  Amstutz  near  Bluffton,  Ohio.  She  was  born  Aug.  3,  1864. 
She  has  a  district  school  education.  Earh  in  life  she  espoused  by  baptism 
the  faith  of  the  Mennonite  Church.  She  has  been  a  faithful  wife  and 
mother  in  the  family,  raising  eight  boys,  doing  the  multiplied  duties  of  a 
housekeeper.  Much  credit  is  due  to  her  energy,  grit  and  economy  for  the 
success  they  together  achieved.  To  their  home  at  Apple  Creek,  Ohio,  came: 

I — Alvin  L.  Welly,  Sixth  Generation,  Farmer,  Apple  Creek,  Ohio. 

Alvin  L.  was  born  Oct.  21,  1887.  After  finishing  district  school  he 
went  through  the  Apple  Creek  high  school,  then  to  Wooster  Preparatory 
School  and  graduated  June  11,  1908,  and  then  one  year  in  Bluffton  College. 
Then  lie  pursued  teaching  for  three  years.  After  this  he  worked  in  the 
post-office  for  three  years  in  Apple  Creek  and  Akron,  Ohio.  He  is  now 
(1925)  working  on  the  farm.  He  received  Christian  baptism  and  reception 
into  the  Mennonite  Church  when  13  years  old.  He  joined  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Apple  Creek,  Ohio,  by  letter  in  1912.  In  the  draft  for  the  World 
War  he  was  sent  for  training,  May  19,  1918,  to  Camp  Beauregard,  Ky.,  and 
later  to  Camp  Ta\lor,  Louisville,  Ky.  He  ranked  as  private  in  155  Field 
Hospital.  He  was  overseas  from  Aug.  20,  191S,  in  144  Sanitary  Train 
Hospital.  He  was  not  in  the  front,  but  after  the  war  was  over  he  was  in 
the  Army  Occupation  in  Germany  at  Trcar,  Treas,  and  Ltixenburg.  He 
was  discharged  at  Long  Island.  N.  V.,  May  14,  1919.  He  is  yet  single. 
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II — Clyde  O.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation. 

Clyde  O.  was  born  Apr.  13,  1S89.  As  a  flower  he  soon  passed  away, 
Mar.  22,  1890. 

Ill — Clair  W.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Air  Service  in  World  War. 

Clair  W.  was  born  Oct.  15,  1890.  He  graduated  from  the  Apple  Creek 
high  school;  then  from  Wooster  Preparatory  School,  June  11,  1908;  from 
Scranton,  Pa.,  as  draftsman,  Feb.,  1912.  'J' hen  he  taught  school  two  terms, 
after  which  he  worked  in  a  steel  mill  at  -Youngstown,  Ohio,  tor  five  years. 
By  baptism  he  was  admitted  into  the  Salem  Mennonite  Church  in  Wayne 
Co.,  Ohio,  when  14  years  old.  In  1912  he  transferred  by  letter  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Apple  Creek,  Ohio.  In  the  World  War  he  entered 
military  service,  was  trained  at  Rockfleld,  San  Diego,  Calif.,  ranked  as  first 
lieutenant,  in  the  Air  Service  with  the  55th  Aero  Squadron.  He  was  in 
France  from  Feb.  27,  1918,  to  Nov.  10,  1918.  He  was  monitor  from  June 
22  to  Nov.  10,  1918,  7:45  A.  M.,  when  he  was  killed  in  action.  Here  are 
extracts  from  war  officials  and  others  relative  to  Clair,  and  his  work: 
Acting  Chaplin  Merchant  S.  Bush  from  Issoudun,  France,  Nov.  23,  1918, 
wrote  to  Clair’s  parents  about  the  military  funeral,  saying,  ‘‘They  gave 
him  a  Christian  burial  in  Camp  Cemetery,  32,  grave  146,  Nov.  11,  1918,  at 
6:00  P.  M.,  in  a  metalic  casket  furnished  by  the  squadron.”  From  Head¬ 
quarters,  Third  Aviation  Instruction  Center,  Dec.  9,  1918,  Hiram  Bingham, 
Lt.  Col.  A.  S.  Conulg  wrote:  “That  Clair  met  his  death  as  a  result  of  an 
aviation  accident.  That  he  was  a  tester  on  one  of  the  fields  here,  and  was 
flying  one  of  the  smaller  and  faster  machines,  when  it  collided  in  mid-air 
with  another  plane,  and  fell  to  the  ground  out  of  control.  Medical  and 
mechanical  aid  were  rushed  to  the  wreck,  but  found  him  dead  which  was 
instantaneous.  The  cause  of  the  accident  could  not  be  definitely  deter¬ 
mined.  That  he  always  did  his  duty  thoroughly,  exerting  every  effort  to 
prepare  himself  to  play  a  large  part  at  the  front.  That  he  was  universally 
held  in  high  esteem  by  his  brother  officers.”  Florence  A.  Graves,  Rep.  of 
the  Home  Communication  Service  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  wrote 
condoling  words,  saying:  “He  was  flying  with  a  pupil  when  the  accident 
occurred.  As  a  result  of  the  collision  the  tail  of  the  plane  in  which  were 
your  son  and  a  pupil,  was  cut  off.  Lt.  Welty  made  an  effort  to  gain  control 
of  the  plane,  but  it  made  a  nose-dive  and  crashed  into  the  ground.  Both 
were  instantly  killed.”  She  also  reported,  “the  caskets  of  the  two  were 
draped  with  American  flags,  and  covered  with  many  flowers,  and  were 
buried  side  by  side,  with  the  flag  flying  at  half-mast  while  the  band  played 
‘Nearer,  My  God,  to  Thee’.  That  a  Scripture  lesson  was  read  and  prayer 
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offered  at  the  grave,  followed  hy  firing  of  the  military  salute  of  three  guns, 
and  lastly  the  jnigle  sounded  the  ‘last  call’.  The  cemetery  he  was  buried 
in  was  at  the  edge  of  a  little  woods  about  seven  miles  from  Issoudun, 
France.”  In  1920  his  body  was  disinterred  and  brought  home  and  buried 
a  second  time,  Nov.  1 1th,  in  the  Apple  Creek  Cemetery. 

IV —  Evan  E.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Daily  Farming,  Apple  Creek,  Ohio. 

Evan  E.  was  born  Sept.  11,  1892.  He  graduated  in  the  Hunter  County 
school  and  Apple  Creek  high  school.  He  then  took  up  farming  and 
dairying  which  he  has  now  (1925)  followed  for  13  years.  He  was  bap¬ 
tized  on  Easter  Sunday  and  became  a  member  in  the  Reformed  Church  in 
Apple  Creek,  Ohio,  191 — .  He  was  a  deacon  in  the  church  for  two  years. 
He  made  one  pleasure  trip  to  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  through  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  to  N'fw  York  City.  He  entered  matrimony  with  Cloyva  Blosser,  at 
.rvpple  Creek,  Ohio,  July  27,  1911.  She  was  burn  Jan.  6,  1894.  To  them 
were  born  at  this  place:

V —  Clayton  E.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Asst.  City  Mgr.,  E.  Cleveland,  O. 

Clayton  E.  entered  this  life  Nov.  2,  1894.  He  graduated  from  the  Apple 
Creek  high  school;  then  from  BlufTton  College,  June  1,  1917;  from  Voca¬ 
tional  Training  in  Ohio  State  University,  June  12.  1923,  with  a  B.  S. 
degree,  in  business  administration.  Before  entering  military  service  he 
farmed  at  home.  He  was  baptized  and  admitted  into  the  Salem  Mcnnonite 
Church  No v.  1,  1907.  In  1919  he  joined  ,by  letter  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Apple  Creek,  Ohio.  He  entered  the  World  War  military  service  July 
25,  1917,  at  Camp  Paris  Island,  S.  C.,  and  Quantico,  Va.  He  left  for 
France  Fe.b.  7,  1918,  as  private,  branch  5th  Marine,  55  Co.,  4th  Brigade,  2d 
Division,  remaining  from  Feb.,  1918,  to  Aug.  10,  1918.  He  served  in  the 
front  14  days  at  Verdun  in  the  trench;  and  from  May  29  to  June  14,  1918, 
on  the  battlefield  Belleau  Woods,  when  he  was  severely  wounded  by  high 
explosive,  in  left  shoulder,  at  6:00  P.  M.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital. 
After  a  siege  of  suffering,  lie  recuperated  sufficiently  to  be  returned  to  the 
U.  S.,  where  he  was  again  placed  in  a  hospital  for  full  recovery.  For  some 
time  his  life  was  in  the  balance.  But  he  gradually  mended,  and  went  to 
his  parents;  but  soon  he  again  had  to  go  to  a  Government  Hospital  for 
further  treatment.  Finally,  in  a  coughing  spell,  w’hich  the  wounding  occa¬ 
sioned,  he  coughed  up  some  small  bits  of  clothing  that  were  evidently 
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drawn  into  his  lung  when  hit  by  a  piece  of  a  shrapnel.  This  gave  him 
relief  and  led  to  a  speedier  recovery.  He  was  discharged  from  the  Walter 
Reed  Hospital.  On  Apr.  2-4,  1924,  he  married  Ray  Wright,  at  Solon,  Ohio, 
daughter  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Wright,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  lie 
is  now’  assistant  city  manager  of  East  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

VI — Leo  D.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Teacher. 

Leo  D.  entered  the  arena  of  life  Feb.  2,  1898.  He  graduated  from  the 
Orrville  high  school  and  then  from  Bluflfton  College,  June  3,  1921,  as 
Bachelor  of  Arts.  Then  he  taught  in  high  school,  two  years  as  principal, 
at  Ray,  X.  Dak.,  and  three  years  at  Chester  Tp.  high  school,  Wooster, 
Ohio.  He  was  baptized  and  admitted  into  the  Salem  Mennonite  Church  in 
Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Oct.  30,  1910.  In  1921  he  joined  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Apple  Creek,  Ohio,  where  he  attends  worship  regularly.  At 
Seattle,  Washington  University,  he  did  two  terms  of  post  graduate  work. 
He  is  yet  single. 

VII — Stanley  R.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Apple  Creek,  Ohio. 

Stanley  R.  started  life,  Dec.  31,  1902.  He  graduated  from  the  A.  C 
H.  S.;  then  from  Wooster  College  June  11.  1924,  with  a  B.  S.  degree.  He 
was  president  of  the  V.  M.  C.  A.  in  1923-24,  while  at  college.  He  has 
been  counselor  in  boys’  camp  for  two  summers,  at  Camp  Harkness,  Will- 
ouby,  Ohio.  At  present  he  is  teacher  in  economics,  and  is  also  athletic 
coach  at  Xiles,  Ohio.  He  received  baptism  and  reception  into  the  Salem 
Mennonite  Church,  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Nov.  27,  1913.  In  1921  by  letter 
he  joined  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Apple  Creek,  Ohio,  where  he  attends 
church  services  and  Sunday  school  regularly. 

VIII — Harold  H.  Welty,  Sixth  Generation,  Student. 

Harold  H.  began  his  earthly  life  Aug.  23.  1907.  He  also  is  a  graduate 
of  Apple  Creek  high  school.  In  1925  he  was  a  Freshman  student  at  Ohio 
Wesleyan  College.  His  vacations  are  spent  at  home  helping  on  the  farm. 
He  received  baptism  and  reception,  Oct.  5,  1919,  into  the  Reformed  Church 
at  Apple  Creek,  Ohio,  where  he  has  been  president  of  the  Young  People’s 
Society.  He  is  a  regular  attendant  at  church  services  and  at  Sunday  school. 

E — Caroline  Welty  Steiner,  Fifth  Generation,  1862-93. 

Caroline  was  born  near  Bluffton,  Ohio,  Jan.  9,  1862.  She  was  a  twin 
sister  to  Andrew  Welty.  She  only  attended  district  school.  She  was 
baptized  and  admitted  into  the  Mennonite  Church  near  Pandora,  Ohio, 
when  a  young  woman.  She  married  Peter  R.  Steiner,  May  1,  1884.  She 
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was  a  praying  Christian  wife  and  mother.  The  evening  before  her  demise, 
she  sang  a  song,  then  admonished  the  children  to  be  good,  and  bade  them 
goodbye.  W  ith  sadness  the  children  retired  for  the  night,  only  to  realize 
in  the  morning  that  mother  had  gone  beyond.  But,  as  her  son  E.  says, 
“She  left  a  spark  of  the  heavenly  fire  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  that  has 
not  ceased  to  burn  on  the  altar  of  their  hearts.”  Her  sister  Lavina  then 
cared  for  the  children  for  some  time,  and  for  a  while  they  stayed  at  cheir 
grandparents'  home  near  Bluffton,  Ohio.  She  passed  beyond  Feb.  11,  1893. 
To  this  union  were  born  near  Orrville,  Ohio:

O.  Clarence  was  born  Feb.  20,  1885.  He  graduated  from  the  Mar- 
shallville,  Ohio,  high  school  in  1906.  He  attended  Ft.  Wayne  Bible 
Training  School  one  winter.  He  taught  two  terms  of  school,  1907-09.  He 
was  converted,  baptized  and  joined  the  Hill  Mennonitc  Church  in 

1900.  He  has  served  as  S.  S.  Supt.,  and  teacher  for  20  years.  Xow  teaches 
the  Bible  class.  Since  1924  he  belongs  to  Christ  Reformed  Church  in 
Orrville,  Ohio.  He  took  preparatory  school  work  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  in 
1909.  Is  a  graduate  from  the  University  of  Colorado,  and  of  College  of 
Civil  Engineering  at  Boulder,  Colo.,  in  1914.  His  work  as  engineer  has 
taken  him  west,  to  Denver,  Pueblo,  Aspen,  Boulder,  etc.,  in  Colo.  He 
scaled  Pikes  Peak  afoot.  Was  in  Arizona  and  New  Mexico  with  the  U.  S. 
Forest  Service,  in  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  with  the  Engineering  Dept,  of  the 
Standard  Oil  Co.,  1916,  entered  the  service  of  the  Salt  Lake  Route  R.  R. 
Co.,  in  1917. 

In  the  World  War  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  army  with  the  447th 
Detachment  of  Engineers  in  1917.  serving  as  a  master  engineer  in  France 
for  one  and  a  half  year.  He  enlisted  in  Los  Angeles,  from  whence  lie 
passed  through  San  Francisco,  Salt  Lake  City,  Chicago,  Buffalo,  New 
York,  Halifax,  from  thence  to  Glasgow,  Scotland,  thence  through  Eng¬ 
land,  on  across  the  English  channel  to  France.  His  company’s  work  in 
France  comprised  the  construction  of  hospitals,  railroads,  and  highways  on 
St.  Mihiel  district.  He  had  a  leave  of  absence  to  Aix-les-Bains,  Grenoble 
and  Paris.  Left  France  via  Marseilles,  sailing  three  days  on  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  Sea,  through  the  Strait  of  Gibraltar,  passed  Azores,  thence  to  New 
York  City  and  back  to  Orrville,  Ohio.  Since  1922  he  has  been  civil 
engineer  at  Orrville. 

On  June  14,  1925,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Orpha  Shoup  of 
Orrville,  Ohio,  in  Christ  Reformed  Church.  She  was  born  Feb.  7,  19U1. 
She  graduated  from  the  Orrville  high  school  in  1919.  During  junior  and 
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Senior  years  she  also  attended  Kent  Normal  School,  Kent,  Ohio.  She 
taught  in  the  Orrville  public  school  one  term  in  1919-20.  Then  idle  studied 
two  years  at  Wooster  College,  and  then  in  1922-24  she  taught  the  History 
Dept,  of  the  Orrville  Junior  High.

E.  V.  was  born  Sept.  5,  1886.  Earl  says  the  deathbed  scene  of  his 
mother  is  unforgetable  to  him.  He  availed  himself  of  good  school  oppor¬ 
tunities.  As  a  young  man  he  was  baptized  and  joined  the  Mennonite 
Church.  He  was  married  to  Clara  May  Zimmerman,  June  17,  1908.  She 
was  born  Jan.  27,  1885.  She  graduated  from  the  Orrville  high  school  in 
1904.  One  year  she  studied  at  Wooster  College,  Wooster,  Ohio,  and 
attended  the  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  three  months. 
She  was  baptized  in  the  Missionary  Association,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.  They  are 
living  on  a  farm  near  Marshallville,  Ohio.

L — Hon.  Benjamin  F.  Welty,  Fifth  Generation,  Attorney,  Lima,  Ohio. 

Benjamin  F.  was  born  near  Bluffton,  Ohio,  Aug.  9,  1879.  He  attended 
the  public  school  near  his  home,  and  later  attended  the  Tri-State  Normal 
College  at  Angola,  lnd.  Then  he  taught  school  for  a  while.  After  this  he 
entered  Ohio  Northern  University,  at  Ada,  O.,  where  he  graduated  in  1894. 
Then  he  entered  the  University  of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor,  where  he 
studied  law  and  graduated  in  1896.  He  opened  a  law  office  in  Lima,  Ohio, 
with  Mr.  Hu, her,  the  firm  being  “Huber  and  Welty”.  Later  this  partner¬ 
ship  was  dissolved,  and  Mr.  Welty  continued  in  practice  with  Mr.  Downing 
under  the  firm  name,  “Welty  and  Downing”.  Benjamin  was  elected  city 
collector  of  Bluffton,  Ohio,  in  1897,  and  served  as  such  for  16  years.  He 
was  elected  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Allen  Co.,  Ohio,  in  1905,  and  served 
two  terms  with  marked  ability.  Among  cases  prosecuted  were,  the  Bridge 
and  Plumbers’  Trusts,  brought  action  against  banks,  requiring  them  to 
pay  interest  on  public  funds.  During  1911-13  he  served  as  special  counsel 
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under  the  Attorney-General  of  Ohio;  and  from  1913-15  he  was  special 
assistant  attorney  in  the  Department  of  Justice  at  Washington,  D.  C. 
During  this  time  he  was  in  charge  of  the  prosecution  of  the  Plumbers’ 
Trust  of  the  U.  S.  He  refused  an  otter  as  U.  S.  Dist.  Attorney  for  Alaska, 
secured  76  convictions  in  Iowa,  Utah  ami  Pennsylvania. 

Politically  Benj.  was  always  a  staunch  Democrat.  He  was  born  and 
reared  in  this  political  faith,  and  strictly  adhered  to  the  principles  of  his 
party.  He  was  elected  to  the  65th  and  66th  Congress  of  the  U.  S.,  as  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  In  1920  he  was  defeated  for  a 
third  term,  there  being  then  a  general  landslide  to  the  Republican  candi¬ 
dates.  He,  however,  ran  ahead  of  his  ticket  in  the  district  by  about  8.0(H) 
votes.  While  in  Congress  he  was  the  author  of  a  hill  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  Federal  Judges  for  a  term  of  years,  instead  of  life,  believing, 
as  he  says,  “that  life  tenure  is  a  species  <>♦'  European  Autocracy”.  He  was 
also  greatly  interested,  while  in  Congress,  in  the  Immigration  Bill,  a 
measure  intended  to  avoid  complications  with  Japan.  He,  too,  gave  a 
great  deal  of  time  and  attention  to  the  matter  of  transportation,  and  was 
the  author  of  a  hill  providing  for  the  rebuilding  of  a  waterway,  connecting 
the  Ohio  River  with  the  Great  Lakes.  During  the  last  two  years  he  made 
a  statewide  campaign  to  reduce  freight  rates  in  Ohio.  His  district  (Con¬ 
gressional)  nominated  him  again,  Aug.  10,  1926,  for  Congress  as  Demo¬ 
cratic  candidate,  but  he  was  defeated  in  tire  election  on  Nov.  2d,  by  a  small 
margin. 

When  the  Spanish-American  War  was  declared  he  enlisted  as  a  private 
in  Co.  C.,  Second  Reg.  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  made  Commis¬ 
sary  of  the  Second  Infantry,  Ohio  National  Guard,  with  the  rank  of  Cap¬ 
tain,  and  was  later  appointed  Lieut.  Col.  of  the  Subsistence  Department  in 
1908,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  1913,  when,  at  his  own  request,  he 
was  placed  on  the  retired  list. 

Benjamin  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Cora  B.  Gottschalk  of 
Berne,  Indiana,  Sept  28,  1903,  where  she  was  horn,  reared  and  educated 
and  espoused  the  Christian  Religion,  uniting  with  the  Fvangelical  Associa¬ 
tion.  They  are  both  members  of  the  Market  Street  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Lima,  Ohio,  where  they  are  identified  with  a  number  of  religious  and  phil¬ 
anthropic  organizations  which  are  working  for  the  betterment  of  mankind.

CHAPTER  VII. 

Elizabeth  Welty,  Sutter,  Fourth  Generation,  1833-1913. 

Elizabeth  was  born  in  Bagischwand,  Lauperswyl,  Emmenthal,  Canton 
Bern,  Switzerland,  Aug.  14,  1833.  Here  she  grew  to  womanhood  under 
wholesome  Christian  influence,  when  she  was  baptized  and  received  into 
the  Mennonite  Church  in  Switzerland.  In  1855,  with  her  parents,  she  came 
to  America,  and  settled  near  Pandora,  Putnam  Co.,  Ohio.  She  possessed  a 
humble  spirit  and  genial  disposition,  somewhat  retiring  in  social  life,  which 
was  characteristic  of  the  three  Welty  sisters.  She  lived  a  quiet  and  com¬ 
mendable  Christian  life,  having  the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  com¬ 
munity  folks.  On  Jan.  17,  1858,  she  married  Johannes  Sutter  in  the  new 
Mennonite  Church,  the  first  couple  married  in  it.  He  was  born  in  Wayne 
Co.,  Ohio,  Apr.  17,  1835,  son  of  Christian,  a  native  of  Switzerland.  His 
mother’s  name  was  Kath.  Berner.  He  had  a  common  school  education. 
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He  was  a  loyal  son  of  America  and  of  the  church  of  his  choice.  He  was 
both  a  farmer  and  saw-miller  for  40  years  in  Putnam  Co.,  until  he  retired 
from  work  and  moved  to  Pandora,  Ohio.  He  .belonged  to  a  class  of  sturdy, 
thrifty  and  progressive  farmers.  They  experienced  many  of  the  hardships 
incident  to  pioneer  life.  He  bought  raw  land,  cleared  it,  and  for  some  time 
lived  in  a  log  cabin.  The  first  year  of  married  life  they  had  but  one  pound 
of  sugar  for  use,  but  nevertheless  kept  sweet  and  lived  in  happiness.  Other 
necessities  to  maintain  physical  life  and  strength  to  work  were  limited. 
Gradually  the  timber  was  cleared  away  and  the  soil  was  made  tillable,  and 
brought  substantial  harvests,  and  his  family  enjoyed  the  comforts  of  life. 
Pioneer  life  must  be  seen  and  the  pangs  of  it  personally  felt,  to  fully  appre¬ 
ciate  what  pioneer  life  was  in  its  manifold  vicissitudes  and  deprivations. 

Politically  he  was  a  Democrat,  giving  his  party  loyal  support.  When 
the  Civil  War  broke  out  he  was  drafted  for  army  service,  Oct.  2,  1862.  Cut 
as  the  Mennonites  took  a  defenseless  attitude  on  war  matters  he  obtained 
a  release,  by  getting  a  substitute,  a  privilege  the  Government  granted 
under  certain  condition.  On  Jan.,  1908,  they  with  their  children  and  grand¬ 
children,  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  in  Pandora,  Ohio.  In  1911  they 
moved  in  with  their  son,  Dr.  J.  J.  Sutter,  in  Hluffton,  Ohio,  where  they 
remained  until  their  death,  fie  departed  this  life  Dec.  7;  1912,  and  she  on 
Sept.  6,  1913.  Their  bodies  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  Maple  Grove  Cemetery 
at  Bluffton,  Ohio.  Their  home  was  blessed  with  the  following  children, 
all  born  near  Pandora,  Ohio: 

A — Christian  Sutter,  Fifth  Generation,  1858-94,  Farmer. 

Christian  C.  was  born  Oct.  25,  1858.  He  was  baptized  in  1874  and 
joined  the  Mennonite  Church.  Aside  from  common  school  he  attended 
Ada  College  for  a  while.  He  was  a  farmer.  He  united  in  marriage  with 
Katie  Suter,  in  1884.  daughter  of  Abraham  Suter.  She  was  born  in  Put¬ 
nam  Co.,  Ohio,  in  1862,  and  by  baptism  initiated  into  the  Mennonite 
Church  in  1878.  He  died  at  his  father’s  home  June  11,  1894.  To  them 
were  born  near  Pandora,  Putnam  Co.,  Ohio:

B — Daniel  Sutter,  Fifth  Generation,  Pandora,  Ohio,  Blacksmith. 

Daniel  was  initiated  to  this  life  June  8,  1860.  He  obtained  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  Riley  Tp.  district  school.  When  a  young  man  he  learned  the 
blacksmith  trade  which  he  has  followed  for  40  years  in  Pandora,  Ohio. 
He  was  baptized  and  joined  the  Reformed  Church  in  early  life.  Later  he 
united  with  the  M.  E.  Church  in  Pandora.  He  married  Louise  E.  Schutz 
in  1886  in  Indiana.  She  was  born  July  18,  1865,  in  Neuchatel,  Switzerland. 
Her  father’s  Christian  name  was  Jacob,  and  mother’s  Anna  Gruber.  She 
received  her  education  in  French  schools,  and  English  after  she  came  to 
America.  She  received  infant  baptism  in  1866  in  the  Reformed  Church. 
Later  with  her  husband  she  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church  in  Pandora.  To 
them  were  born  in  Pandora,  Ohio:

Dr.  Homer  A.  received  a  welcome  to  this  world  in  Indiana,  Apr.  15, 
1887.

Then  he  entered  Bluffton  College,  Bluffton,  Ohio, 
where  he  graduated  in  1907.  Then  he  entered  the  Eclectic  Medical  College 
in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  graduated  here  in  1911  as  an  M.  D.  Then  he 
began  to  practice  medicine  at  Roundhead,  Ohio,  then  Newport,  Ky.  hie 
has  achieved  considerable  success  in  his  profession.  During  the  World 
War  he  rendered  service  to  the  Government  taking  his  training  in  Camp 
Greenleaf,  Ga.,  where  he  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical 
Branch,  and  where  he  was  discharged,  likely  in  1918.  He  was  not  overseas.

She  faced  her  task  with  a  quiet  steadfastness,  and  devotion  and 
a  deep  abiding  faith,  not  as  the  soldier  on  the  field  of  battle,  who  faces 
death,  hilt  with  a  deeper,  finer  courage  to  wage  the  battle  of  life;  this  at  a 
time  when  the  reward  was  meager  from  the  productive  soil,  and  the 
economic  field  in  the  town  was  still  practically  closed  to  women.  Of  such, 
are  the  real,  great  heroic  figures  of  the  earth.  Blessed  is  her  memory.”

Ulrich  Welty,  Second  Generation,  1753-1839. 

This  Ulrich  was  born  at  Tscheiwo  (in  French  dial  net),  in  Canton. 
Bern,  Switzerland,  in  1753.  He  was  the  second  son  of  his  father  Ulrich, 
who  was  born  in  1728.  He  had  two  brothers,  Xicklaus,  the  oldest,  and 
Jacob,  the  youngest.  Among  the  fourth  and  fifth  generation  the  Ulrich 
of  this  sketch  was  commonly  called  “der  alte  Uli”.  lie  was  married  twice, 
fust  to  Barbara  Lehman,  of  Wattenwyl,  Worb,  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland, 
about  1776.  They  lived  in  Bueclerswyl,  Vogtei  Signau  at  Langnau, 
Canton  Bern.  Slw  died  Jan.  10,  1793.  1 T i s  second  marriage  was  with  Bar¬ 

bara  Bichsel.  Date  not  known.  They  lived  at  Tscheiwo  (Chaluet)  where 
they  were  tenants,  and  were  in  very  limited  circumstances.  He  departed 
this  life  in  1839,  age  86  years.  Xo  record  found  of  the  death  of  his  second 
wife.  With  his  first  wife  he  had  live  children:  Peter,  Christian,  Katharina, 
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Barbara  and  Anna;  with  bis  second:  John,  Magdalena,  and  Verena  and 
Katharina,  twins.  A  brief  history  of  the  children  here  follows  as  best  we 
could  get  it  from  old  authentic  records,  but  only  kept  fragmentary. 


SECTION  I. 

Peter  Welty,  Third  Generation,  1778-1836. 

Peter  was  born  at  Tscheiwo,  (French  Chaluct)  Obcramt  Miinster, 
Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  Feb.  21,  1778.  This  place  is  located  between 
two  mountain  ranges  of  the  Bernese  Jura.  T  his  district  was  then  chiefly 
French  Protestant,  and  the  language  French,  or  “Potois”,  whereas  the 
ancestral  language  of  the  Welty  family,  originally  spelled  Wiilti,  was  the 
Emmenthal  Swiss  German,  or  ‘Berner dutsch'.  rie  was  married  to  Bar¬ 
bara  Gerber  of  Barevg,  Langnau,  Canton  Bern,  May  7,  1820.  She  was 
born  in  1788,  and  was  a  daughter  of  Michael  Gerber  and  Anna  Boestlinger, 
his  wife.  She  died  Apr.  1,  1836,  age  48  years.  He  died  July  26,  1836,  age 
58  years,  of  tuberculosis.  His  citizenship  papers  were  issued  May  15, 
1820.  They  came  to  America  in  1824,  and  lived  in  Sonncnberg,  Wayne  Co., 
Ohio,  where  there  was  a  Swiss  settlement.  To  them  were  born: 
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CHAPTER  I. 

Ulrich  Welty,  Fourth  Generation,  1821-1876. 

Ulrich  was  born  June  8,  1821,  in  Tscheiwo 
(French,  Chaluct)  Amt  Munster,  Canton 
Bern,  Switzerland.  He  immigrated  to  Ameri¬ 
ca  with  his  parents  in  1824.  He  was  married 
to  Maria  Lehman  Dec.  10,  1846,  by  Rev.  Peter 
Schneck,  in  W  ayne  Co.,  Ohio.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Abraham  Lehman  and  his  wife 
Maria.  Both  were  baptized  Mar.  31,  1839. 
She  died  Dec.  13,  1913.  In  1868  they  moved 
to  Moniteau  Co.,  Mo.,  where  he  died  July  24, 
1876.  This  person  was  a  school  teacher,  and 
kept  a  brief  history  of  the  W’elty's.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  information  the  compiler  received,  by  the  courtesy  of  X.  G.  Fank- 
hauser,  husband  of  a  granddaughter  of  Ulrich.  “U.”  and  Ins  brother, 
Christian,  were  noted  as  the  most  intelligent  men  in  the  Swiss  Sonnen- 
berg  Mennonite  settlement.  When  the  Civil  War  broke  out,  these  two 
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often  had  to  act  as  “go-betweens”,  when  drafting  for  the  army  was  in 
order.  The  Sonncnbergers,  of  course,  all  claimed  exemption  on  the  ground 
of  their  religious  belief  in  non-resistance,  but  were  in  most  cases,  helpless 
to  meet  with  the  government  officials.  So  the  two  Welty’s,  especially 
“Uli”,  who  was  most  conversant  with  the  English  language,  and  could 
best  plead  their  cause  before  officialdom,  acted  as  interpreter  and  advocate. 
And  in  many  other  ways  “Uli”  had  to  act  as  aid,  as  in  obtaining  marriage 
licenses,  and  license  to  teach  school.  But  on  the  other  hand,  these  two 
also  became  unpopular  at  times  with  the  Swiss  settlement  people,  because 
they  supported  Lincoln  in  his  war  measures.  The  settlement  was  strongly 
anti-Lincoln  in  sentiment.  In  the  Mennonitc  Church  affairs,  he,  too,  was 
a  leading  figure,  not  because  he  sought  to  be  so,  but  because  leadership  was 
literally  thrust  upon  him.  He  was  also  noted  for  his  ready  wit  and  humor. 
The  following  verses  were  the  spontaneous  ouu'low  of  his  humor  on 
iiie  occasion  of  building  a  new  “meeting  house”  in  Sonnenberg,  early  in 
the  sixties  of  the  last  century:

SECTION  II. 

Christian  Welty,  Third  Generation,  1780-1827. 

Christian  was  born  in  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  in  1780.  He  was  the 
second  son  of  Ulrich  Welty,  the  second  ancestral  branch  of  the  Welty  fam¬ 
ily  herein  given.  As  a  young  man,  on  confession  of  faith  he  was  initiated 
into  the  Mennonite  Church  by  baptism,  in  his  native  land.  He  entered  the 
marriage  bond  with  Anna  Rothlisberger  about  1818.  They  lived  on 
Gratery  mountain,  between  Mountier  and  Court.  He  departed  this  life  in 
1827,  and  she  remained  a  widow  until  her  demise  in  1868.  Then  her  chil¬ 
dren,  Anna  and  Katharine,  with  their  families  came  to  America  in  1871.

Anna  was  born  in  Tscheiwo,  Canton  Bern,  Minister,  Switzerland, 
Aug.  28.  1820.  She  became  a  member  of  the  Mennonite  Church  on  Easter 
Sunday  in  1838,  in  Tscheiwo,  Court  society,  Oberamt  Minister,  through 
baptism  by  Rev.  Jacob  Xusbaum.  She  was  married  to  Christian  Zingg 
Jan.  5,  1847,  at  Corgemont  Mt.  in  the  Mennonite  Church  by  Rev.  John 
Zingg.  He  died  Nov.  24,  1880,  and  she  followed  Apr.  17,  1888.  They  came 
to  America  in  May,  1871,  and  first  located  near  Bluftton,  Allen  Co.,  Ohio, 
where  he  worked  on  a  farm.  He  was  born  in  the  place  of  their  marriage, 
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Jan.  21,  1816,  and  on  confession  of  faith  was  baptized  and  received  into  the 
Mennonite  Church  on  Easter  Sunday  in  1833  by  Rev.  John  Zingg.  Chris¬ 
tian  was  a  son  of  Xicklaus  Zingg  and  lvatharina  Nussbaum,  his  wire.  To 
this  union  were  born:

She  emigrated  to  America  in  the  spring  of  1871,  first 
stopped  in  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  but  soon  afterwards  settled  in  Allen  Co.. 
Ohio.  Here  she  was  married  to  John  X.  Luginbill,  Dec.  16,  1875,  b}r  Rev. 
John  Moser,  of  the  Swiss  Mennonite  Church  of  Bluffton,  Ohio,  where  both 
were  members.  They  lived  on  a  farm  near  Columbus  Grove,  Ohio.  He 
was  born  in  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  Sept.  6,  1847.  When  about  four 
years  old  he  came  to  America  with  his  father,  mother  having  died  at  his 
birth.

SECTION  VI. 

John  “Hans”  Welty,  Third  Generation,  1798-1871,  Farmer. 

John,  or  “Hans”,  as  he  was  locally  known,  was  born  in  Chaluet,  near 
Court,  Switzerland,  Dec.  2-4.

J^cob  Welty  (Walti),  Second  Generation,  1755 — 

Jacob  was  born  about  1755  in  Leitenberg,  Canton  Basel.  Switzerland, 
where  his  brothers  Xicklaus  and  Ulrich  were  born  in  1 7 5 1 >  and  1755 
respectively.  Later  he  owned  a  homestead  in  Bagisch wand,  Laupcrsw yl, 
Emmenthal,  Oheramt  Barns.  In  about  1815-16,  still  living  here,  he  sold 
l;is  liomestead  and  the  appurtenances  thereof  t<>  his  nephew*  John  Welty, 
seal  of  Xicklaus,  his  brother,  who  tit  this  time  was  married  and  moved 
here,  Fredrick  Welty  of  BluHton,  Oh.io,  so  reported  in  Apr.,  1902,  to  tns 
nephew,  S.  H.  Baumgartner,  saying,  here  all  of  John’s  children  were  burn. 
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'i  he  first  one  was  born  in  1817,  which  was  Fredrick’s  brother  John.  The 
time  of  Jacob’s  marriage  and  to  whom  and  his  death,  could  not  be  found. 
But  he  had  two  sons,  Fredrick  and  Christian.  They  form  Section  1  and  JI 
in  this  book. 


SECTION  I. 


Fredrick  Welty  (Walti),  Third  Generation,  Saddler. 

Fredrick  was  born  about  1780-S5.  Xo  one  now  living  seems  to  have 
any  record  of  his  birth.  Nor  is  the  compiler  certain  that  he  is  the  older 
of  the  two  brothers.  In  1896,  when  Fredrick  Welty  of  BlufTton,  Ohio, 
made  a  visit  to  Switzerland,  he  also  visited  this  Fredrick,  who  then  lived 
in  Muri,  near  Biirn,  and  war  a  saddlrr  by  trade,  and  stated  that  he  had  a 
brother  Christian.  Nothing  was  stated  whether  or  not  this  Fredrick  had 
a  family,  hut  in  all  likelihood  not,  as  sonic  traces  would  be  left,  if  lie  ever 
had  been  married,  and  had  children. 


SECTION  II. 

Christian  Welty  (Walti),  Third  Generation,  Saddler. 

Christian  was  born  likely  in  Bagisch wand,  I.auperswyl,  Kmmenthal, 
Oberamt  Barns,  Switzerland,  about  1782-86.  Little  has  been  found  about 
this  relative.  He  was  still  living  in  1896,  when  Fredrick  Welty  of  Bluff- 
ton,  Ohio,  also  visited  him,  when  he  was  on  a  visit  to  Switzerland.  He 
then  lived  in  Sumiswald.  near  Trachselwald.  lie  was  married  to  Anna 
Xtircher.  They  belonged  to  the  Mennonite  Church  in  Switzerland.  He 
was  a  saddler  by  trade.  Time  of  bis  death  not  learned.  To  them  were 
horn  six  children  forming  six  chapters  in  this  book,  namely:

Barbara  Welty,  Baumgartner,  Fourth  Generation,  1795-1880. 

Barbara  entered  this  life  in  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  Apr.  1,  179a. 
She  was  a  granddaughter  of  Jacob  and  the  first  child  of  Christian  Welty. 
She  was  baptized  and  received  into  the  Mennonite  Church  by  Rev.  David 
Baumgartner,  her  father-in-law,  Mar.  16,  1813.  She  was  married  to  David 
Baumgartner  .  Apr.  3,  1824.  He  was  born  in  Buderichgraben,  Jura, 
Oberamt  Courtelary,  Canton  Bern.  Switzerland,  Feb.  7,  1798,  and  died  in 
Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Feb.  4,  1863.  She  died  June  28,  1880.  In  1824  they 
emigrated  to  America,  settling  in  Wa\  ne  Co.,  Ohio,  where  he  followed 
farming  until  his  demise.  They  were  both  honored  members  of  their 
church  and  loyally  adhere  to  and  advocated  her  doctrines  and  polity.  He 
was  baptized  and  received  into  the  Mennonite  Church  on  Faster  Sunday, 
1816.  To  this  union  were  born  in  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio: 

A — Anna  D.  Baumgartner,  Tschantz,  Fifth  Generation,  1825-1901. 

Anna  D.  entered  life’s  pathway  Sept.  16,  1825.  She  was  baptized  and 
received  into  the  Mennonite  Church,  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Mar.  25,  1842,  by 
Rev.  Peter  Schncck.  She  was  wedded  to  Abraham  C.  Tschantz,  Sept.  11. 
1845,  with  the  aforesaid  Rev.  officiating.  He  was  .born  June  4.  1818.  and 
died  of  dropsy,  Jan.  7,  1897,  and  she  died  of  erysipelas  June  4.  1901.  Of  her 
it  was  said  that  she  was  a  Dorcas,  ever  seeking  to  do  good  to  those  in  need.

Mueller  Orphanage”  for  many  years.  They  also  took  a  deep  interest  in 
mission  work.  Thus  they  proved  their  Christianity,  and  were  highly 
respected  members  in  the  church  and  esteemed  neighbors  in  their  large 
community.  They  were  permitted  to  celebrate  their  golden  wedding  May 
18,  1904.  He  passed  into  realms  above  resulting  from  a  complication  of 
diseases,  Sunday  morning,  Xov.  11,  1906,  and  she  followed  him  Jan.  6, 
1918,  age  86  years,  2  months  and  22  days. 

C — Elizabeth  Baumgartner,  Fifth  Generation,  1828-1886. 

Elizabeth  was  born  Aug.  3,  1828,  in  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio.  She  received 
baptism  and  reception  into  the  Mennonitc  Church  by  Rev.  P.  Schneck 
Apr.  5,  1844.

Though  he  was  not  an  educated  man,  he 
nevertheless  engaged  his  powers  to  promote  education.  This  fact  is  now 
bearing  much  fruit  in  his  large  family  of  sons  and  daughters  who,  imbued 
with  father’s  spirit,  are  utilizing  their  time  and  strength  in  promoting 
education  as  you  will  observe  in  their  history.  This  desire  to  give  the 
coming  generations  better  school  advantages  than  he  had  is  evidenced 
,by  sending  eight  of  his  children  to  Bethel  College.  He  was  politically'  a 
strong  Republican,  and  took  an  active  part  in  civic  affairs.  From  his 
fifteenth  to  his  thirtieth  year  he  was  a  practical  shoemaker.  After  that 
he  followed  farming  until  his  death.  In  1869  he  moved  with  his  family 
fiom  Wrayne  Co.,  Ohio,  to  Missouri,  and  to  Halstead,  Harvey  Co.,  Kans., 
Mar.,  188-1.  She  passed  to  her  heavenly  reward  Mar.  15,  1906,  on  the 
home  place.  She  was  a  noble  Christian  mother  and  left  an  indelible 
impress  on  the  memory  of  her  children.

Christina  was  .born  in  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland.  June  11,  1805,  a 
daughter  of  Christian  and  granddaughter  of  Jacob  Welty,  the  ancestral

branch  on  the  Ulrich  Welty  trunk.  She  was  wedded  to  Rev.  Ulrich  Som¬ 
mer,  June  23,  183-1.  He  was  born  May  17,  1790,  also  in  Canton  Bern,  S. 
She  died  Aug-.  20,  1892,  87  years,  3  months  and  9  days  old.  They  both 
became  members  of  the  Sonnenberg  Mennonite  Church  in  Wayne  Co., 
Ohio,  where  he  was  made  a  minister  July  8,  1827,  and  was  ordained  as 
Bishop  May  15.  He  continued  in  this  capacity  until  his  death  May  14, 
1880,  age  89  years,  11  months,  and  27  days.  '1'his  is  evidence  of  his  ability 
as  a  Mennonite  minister,  and  of  his  loyalty  to  the  doctrine  and  polity  of 
the  church.  He  maintained  a  good  and  consistent  ecclesiastical  standing 
amidst  the  people  of  his  faith  to  his  end.  They  came  to  America  in  1824, 
when  others  of  their  relatives  and  other  Swiss  people  came  here  and 
located  in  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio.  The  name  “Sonnenberg’’  in  Wayne  Co.. 
Ohio,  derived  the  name  from  the  place  of  this  name  in  Switzerland,  from 
where  the  people  came  here.  Here  wen*  i>nm  to  them  three  sons  who  died 
in  infancy,  and  two  daughters  Anna  and  Magdalena,  abbreviated  Mattie. 

A — Anna  Sommer,  Amstutz,  Fifth  Generation,  1837-85. 

Anna  was  born  on  Sonncn.berg,  Paint  Tp.,  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Dec.  23. 
1837.  Here  she  received  some  district  school  training-  probably  in  Fnglish 
and  German.  When  a  young  woman  she  was  baptized  and  initiated  into 
the  Sonnenberg,  or  Swiss  Mennonite  Church.  She  entered  married  life 
with  Samuel  S.  Amstutz,  in  the  church  named,  Mar.  27,  1861,  her  father 
most  likely  officiating.  He  was  horn  in  Switzerland,  June  3,  1835.  Year 
of  his  arrival  in  America  not  learned.  She  departed  this  life  Aug.  17,  1885, 
and  he  June  1,  1915.

Magdalena  was  born  on  Sonnenberg,  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Mar.  9,  1843 
Here  she  attended  district  school.  When  a  young  woman  she  was  bap¬ 
tized  and  united  with  her  parents’  church,  and  remained  faithful  to  the 
church  until  her  departure  Mar.  31,  1914.  She  married  Benjamin  Baum¬ 
gartner,  son  of  Rev.  Christian  Baumgartner,  Vera  Cruz,  hub,  on  Oct.  5, 
1865.  In  November  of  this  year  she  moved  with  him  to  Wells  Co.,  Ind., 
near  Vera  Cruz,  but  in  Nov.,  1867,  they  moved  back  to  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio. 
In  Oct.,  1874,  they  moved  to  Wadsworth,  Medina  Co.,  Ohio.  In  Apr., 
1892,  they  changed  to  Blutfton,  Allen  Co.,  Ohio,  and  in  Mar.,  1895,  to 
Adams  Co,  Ind.,  and  then  in  1901  to  BIufTton,  Ind.,  where  they  have  since 
lived.  Here  she  died,  holding  her  membership  in  Berne,  Ind.  They 
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lived  an  unassuming  Christian  life.  He  farmed  part  of  his  time,  hut  when 
they  moved  to  the  last  named  place,  he  labored  in  the  BlufTton  Wind¬ 
mill  Co.  To  them  were  born:

Gideon  U.  commenced  his  eventful  life  near  Vera  Cruz,  Wells  Co.. 
Ind  ,  June  24.  1867.  As  a  youth  he  aspired  to  a  good  education  and  availed 
himself  of  the  opportunities  that  came  his  way  to  obtain  it.  Reaching 
young  manhood  he  obtained  a  license  to  teach,  and  taught  his  first  school 
at  Chippewa  Lake,  O.  lie  received  his  main  part  of  education  in  Oberlin 
College,  although  he  completed  his  college  work  in  1912  at  Wooster 
College  where  he  obtained  his  Ph.  D.  degree.  He  received  his  State  License 
in  1905.  Following  his  school  trainii  g  at  Oberlin,  Ohio,  he  became  school 
superintendent  at  Sterling,  later  at  Seville,  and  then  went  to  Shreve, 
serving  in  that  capacity  at  that  place  for  five  years.  While  he  was  teaching 
and  superintending  school  at  the  last  place  the  present  school  law  went 
into  effect,  creating  the  position  of  County  Superintendent.  lie  was 
elected  as  the  first  man  to  hold  this  position,  which  he  held  almost  ten 
years,  when  he  met  his  tragical  death  at  Creston,  Ohio,  at  5:22  a.  m.,  Apr. 
26,  1924,  when  he  was  instantly  killed  by  a  B.  &  O.  freight  train  that 
caught  him  in  his  Ford  coupe  as  he  was  crossing  the  track,  laterally  cutting 
him  to  pieces.  His  position  as  Co.  Supt.  would  have  expired  in  Aug.,  and 
following  the  selection  of  his  successor  he  received  numerous  offers  of 
schools.  He  was  recognized  by  many,  who  worked  with  him,  as  one  of  the 
hardest  working  county  superintendents  in  the  state,  and  one  of  the  most 
successful  ones.  Of  him  it  was  saicl,  “llis  work  in  Wayne  Co.  in  the 
matter  of  building  up  the  school  system  will  have  its  effect  through  a 
period  of  a  hundred  years.  He  was  on  the  go  day  and  night,  rain  or 
shine,  summer  and  winter.  He  never  spared  himself  and  only  a  rugged 
constitution  enabled  him  to  stand  up  under  the  exposure  to  which  he 
subjected  himself.” 

His  effort  was  to  constantly  better  the  Wayne  County  schools,  ho 
encouraged  competitive  athletics  and  school  contests  in  spelling,  thus 
developing  a  high  standard  of  proficiency  in  his  county.  The  same 
friendly  rivalry  was  carried  through  debating  and  oratory  branches  of 
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school  work.  He*  put  up  14  new  high  school  buildings  in  the  county  during 
his  administration.  In  all  Gideon  taught  and  superintended  schools  for  33 
years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Wooster  Rotary  Club,  Wooster  Masonic 
Lodge,  Chapter  and  Council.  A  member  of  the  Schoolmaster  Club,  and 
director  of  the  Wayne  County  Agricultural  Society. 

While  teaching  school  at  Chippewa.  Ohio,  he  met  Miss  Della  Koppcs. 
to  whom  he  was  married  Mar.  29.  1893.  She  was  born  in  Medina  Co, 
Ohio,  J  an.  26,  1868.  He  was  first  a  member  of  the  Mennonite  Church,  bui 
later  transferred  his  membership  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  an 
Elder  in  the  Wooster  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
also  had  been  S.  S.  Supt.  in  this  church,  and  a  member  of  the  Church 
Session.  To  this  union  was  born: 

1 — Harold  Koppes  Baumgartner,  Seventh  Generation,  Cleveland,  Ohio, 

Chemist. 

Harold  was  born  in  Seville,  Ohio,  June  28,  1895.  He  graduated  in  a 
high  school  and  in  the  Ohio  University,  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  he  is  now 
employed  as  a  chemist.  He  is  still  single  and  lives  with  his  mother  in 
this  city.  He  no  doubt  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.

Dressmaker. 

Sarah  M.  entered  upon  the  pathway  of  life  in  W  ayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Mar. 
19,  1869.  She  obtained  a  good  education.  When  a  young  woman  she 
was  baptized  and  received  into  the  Mennonite  Church,  but  after  moving  to 
Bluffton,  Ind..  in  1901.  she  united  here,  by  transfer,  to  the  Reformer*. 
Church,  where  she  has  taken  active  part  in  S.  S.  and  C.  E.  work.  She  is 
a  professional  dressmaker,  which  occupation  she  has  followed  since  she 
has  been  a  young  woman.  She  walks  the  single  path  of  life. 


IV — Israel  Jacob  Baumgartner,  Rolla,  Mo.,  Photographer. 

Israel  J.  entered  life's  vicissitudes  in  Wayne  Co.,  Ohio,  Aug.  7,  187b. 
Besides  public  schools  he  attended  the  Bluffton,  Ohio,  high  school,  and 
three  years  of  Normal  School  work  at  Wadsworth.  Ohio.  Later  he 
learned  the  art  of  photography  in  Bluffton,  Ind.,  in  the  Benj.

Katharina  Welty,  Lehman,  Fourth  Generation,  1807 — 

Katharina  came  to  this  world  in  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  about 
1807,  where  she  obtained  her  German  education.  When  a  young  woman 
she  was  by  baptism  initiated  into  the  Mennonite  Church  remaining  faithful 
to  the  end  of  her  pilgrimage.  Time  of  her  death  has  not  been  found.  She 
was  united  in  marriage  with  Ulrich  Lehman  of  Mt.  Bauticr,  Stierenherg. 
near  Tramclan.  Time  not  known.  To  them  was  born: 
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A — Abraham  Lehman,  Fifth  Generation,  1828-1883 

Abraham  was  born  Aug.  26,  1828.  at  Mt.  Bautier,  where  his  parents 
then  lived.  He  was  reared  in  Switzerland.  He  obtained  a  fair  education. 
As  a  young  man,  .by  baptism,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Mennonite 
Church,  remaining  faithful  to  the  tenets  of  his  faith  to  the  end.  He  was 
married  to  Katharina  Amstutz,  Oct.  30,  1852,  of  Lasanie,  at  Bellelay  at 
Bernese  Jura,  Switzerland.  She  was  born  May  22,  1828.  She  was  a  sister 
to  John  Amstutz,  father  of  John  L.  Amstutz  of  Apple  Creek,  Ohio.  He 
died  May  1-1,  1883,  in  Insel  Hospital  in  Bern,  Switzerland,  with  a  cancer 
on  his  tongue.  His  father  also  died  of  cancer  in  Switzerland.  She  died 
at  her  son  Louis  in  Canton,  Ohio,  Dec.  18,  1907.  To  them  were  born  at 
Mt.  Bauteir,  Stierenberg,  by  Saicourt,  Amt  Munster,  Canton  Bern, 
Switzerland :
